The  girl’s  gym  program  is  a  very 
important  part  of  the  school  program 
and  two  of  the  nicest  things  about 
it  are  the  instructors,  Miss  Lenna 
Arnold  and  Miss  Emma  Adams.

They  find  that  teamwork 
must  be  used  in  everything  that  goes 
to  make  up  the  girls’  gym  program, 
and  that  learning  to  apply  teamwork 
in  gym  classes  is  an  invaluable  lesson.

Frank  Scott  Takes  Over 
Diversified  Education 
Training 

“The  comparatively  new  idea  of  di¬ 
versified  co-operative  education  is  de¬ 
signed  to  broaden  Central  High 
School’s  educational  base  to  include 
occupations  not  actually  offered  in 
Central  classrooms,’’  explained  Mr. 
Frank  Scott,  co-ordinator,  in  s 
cent  interview. 

There  are  many  occupations  which 
do  not  interest  enough  pupils  to  war¬ 
rant  regular  classes  or  which  cannot 
be  taught  in  the  classrom  exclusively 
without  practical  experience  in  the  oc¬ 
cupation  itself.  According  to  Mr. 
Scott,  this  program  is  aimed  at  the 
pupils  interested  in  such  occupations 
and  its  purpose  is  to  give  the  pupil 
supervised  training  in  his  chosen  work. 
Some  of  the  careers  covered  in  the 
program  include  auto  mechanic,  mor¬ 
tician,  radio  service  repairman,  florist 
and  many  others. 

The  pupil  participating  in  this  pro¬ 
gram  attends  classes  half  a  day, 
usually  the  morning,  taking  two  or 
three  solids  plus  the  related-subject 
class.  This  class  consists  of  classroom 
work  related  to  the  job  in  two  ways: 
First,  purely  technical  information  and 
second,  general  personality  develop¬ 
ment.  The  pupil  then  goes  in  the  aft¬ 
ernoon  to  the  actual  place  of  business 
where  he  or  she  learns  through  prac¬ 
tical  experience. 

Mr.  Scott,  whose  official  title  is  co¬ 
ordinator,  visits  the  pupils  on  their 
afternoon  jobs  and  also  teaches  the 
related-subject  classes  in  the  morn¬ 
ing.  He  said  he  was  very  pleased  with 
the  program  results  so  far.  “The  pro¬ 
gram  is  proceeding  nicely.  Evei*yone 
concerned,  students,  parents,  em¬ 
ployers  and  myself  are  very  pleased. 


List  New  Study  Hall  Rules 


The  new  students  here  at  Central 
should  now  be  acquainted  with  the 
study  hall  rules,  as  should  the  other 
students.  The  rules  were  revealed  re¬ 
cently  and  are  almost  the  same  as  last 
year. 

They  are:  Each  student  must  be 
in  his  seat  before  the  bell  lings,  comic 
books  are  not  to  be  read.  The  study 
halls  are  supposed  to  be  left  clean, 
^here  is  not  to  be  any  snoozing  in 
study  hall.  There  is  to  be  no  talking 
unless  the  teacher  has  given 
permission. 

A  student  must  have  a  hall  pass 
from  a  teacher  before  he  can  sign  out 
of  study  hall.

Good  public  relations,  reflected  in 
pupil  growth  and  pupil  contentment, 
are  the  results  of  good  teaching,  Dr. 
Abbett  pointed  out.  He  also  showed 
that  guidance,  discipline,  and  school 
spirit  all  contribute  to  the  good  rela¬ 
tions  of  the  school  and  community. 
PUBLIC  ENTITLED 

The  public  is  entitled  to  good  schools 
because  the  public  finances  them,  the 
speaker  went  on  to  say.  The  same 
dollar  that  supports  our  schools  sup¬ 
ports  the  war  in  Korea,  civil  defense, 
increased  security  costs,  old-age  pen¬ 
sions,  and  the  fight  against  com¬ 


munism,  waste,  graft,  crime,  and 
inflation. 

All  this  money  comes  from  local 
taxes,  the  superintendent  explained. 
That  is,  money  that  goes  to  In¬ 
dianapolis  and  back  is  local  money 
originally.  Federal  subsidies  must  be 
regarded  in  that  light,  he  said. 

Touching  on  the  financial  program, 
the  speaker  showed  that  20  years  ago 
the  Fort  Wayne  schools  operated  with 
22  portable  buildings  and  a  $4,000,- 
000  building  debt.  Now  the  portables 
have  been  replaced,  and  the  debt  has 
j  been  liquidated.  Modern  furniture, 
pictures,  heat,  light,  and  toilets  have 
been  provided. 

LEVEL  HIGH 

The  speaker  was  proud  to  reveal 
that  the  level  of  teachers’  training  in 
Fort  Wayne  was  higher  than  that  of 
the  Nation  at  large.  He  noted  that 
teachers  now  have  proper  facilities 
for  teaching  and  time  for  relaxation 
and  pleasures.  He  also  indicated  that 
teachers  understand  and  help  both 
parents  and  pupils. 

He  commented  about  the  extra¬ 
curricular  activities  as  being  very 
good.  He  talked  about  several  of  them, 
including  publications,  athletics 
speech,  clubs,  and  others.

Poor  Pedestrians 
Get  Consideration 


AT  LAST  SOMETHING  is  is  being 
done  about  the  poor  pedestrian.  Up 
until  this  time  he  has  taken  a  chance 
with  his  life  when  crossing  a  street. 
Anyone  driving  a  car  feels  that  he  has 
the  special  privilege  of  turning  cor¬ 
ners  or  driving  at  full  speed  across 
intersections  no  matter  who  is  trying 
to  cross. 

Now  the  city  council  has  passed  an 
ordinance  and  erected  caution  signals, 
so  that  you  can  cross  the  street  and 
feel  that  you  are  safe  in  doing  so. 
Cross  walks  have  been  placed  at  the 
busiest  intersections,  and  in  some 
cases  a  special  light  with  the  words 
"Walk  and  Wait”  on  them. 

When  the  signal  says  “Walk,”  the 
pedestrian  has  the  right  of  way  over 
any  car  attempting  to  turn  the  corner. 
He  is  not  permitted  to  step  off  the 
curb  when  the  “Wait”  signal  goes  on. 
The  amber  signal  is  the  same  as  a 
“Wait”  signal;  if  he  has  left  the  curb 
when  this  signal  flashes,  he  should 
remain  there  until  he  has  a  green 
light.  If  a  car  has  stopped  at  an  in¬ 
tersection  to  let  a  pedestrian  cross  no 
car  should  try  to  pass  him.

First  Down — When  the  team  is  first 
given  the  ball  they  have  4  tries  or 
downs  in  whicli  to  cover  ten  yards.  If 
they  fail,  the  other  team  is  given  the 
ball,  if  they  cover  the  10  yards  or 
over  in  any  of  the  four  tries,  they 
automatically  retain  the  ball  and  start 
over  until  they  either  make  a  touch¬ 
down  or  lose  the  ball.  This  is  what  the 
chain  and  numbered  box  on  the  side¬ 
lines  are  for  so  take  advantage  of 
them  fans. 

Line  of  Scrimmage — The  zone  one 
foot  wide  on  each  side  of  the  ball  the 
entire  width  of  the  field,  that  no  play¬ 
er  can  cross  until  the  ball  is  hiked, 
under  threat  of  a  five-yard  penalty. 
This  penalty  is  described  by  the  an¬ 
nouncer  as  "off  sides.” 

The  following  are  descriptions  of 
the  11  positions  on  the  offensive  team: 

END  —  Pass  receiver  and  key 
blocker  on  an  end  run. 

TACKLE — Blocker  and  usually  the 
heaviest  man  on  team. 

GUARD — Blocker  and  guards  the 
center. 

CENTER— Hands  off  the  hall  to 
the  quarterback.  Usually  the  roughest 
place  on  the  team. 

QUARTERBACK— The  brains  of 
the  team.  In  T-formation  he  calls  the 
plays  and  handles  the  ball  on  all 
plays,  either  passing,  running  or 
handing  off.

Not  only  does  the  Library  offer  op¬ 
portunities  for  assigned  reading  and 
reference  work  but  also  for  Voluntary 
reading  and  exploratory  activities.  So 
reaveled  Miss  Gertrude  Beierlein,  li¬ 
brarian,  recently. 

“The  library  being  open  six  periods 
a  'day,  has  ample  seating  room  for 
84  students  plus  many  other  facilities 
designed  to  meet  the  pupils  every 
need.  Some  of  the  more  recent  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  library  include:  Two  com¬ 
plete  sets  of  the  Encyclopedia  Amer¬ 
icana,  and  a  condensed  five  year  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  Reader’s  Guid.  For  the 
students  preferring  lighter  reading, 
some  55  magazines  are  available  and 
placed  at  their  disposal.  The  library 
is  also  expecting  the  arrival  of  a  $500 
book  order  in  the  near  future,”  stated 
Miss  Beierlein. 

The  library  is  efficiently  supervised 
by  Miss  Gertrude  Beierlein  and  her 
staff  of  twenty  assistants.  Miss  Beier¬ 
lein  states  that  approximately  one  out 
of  every  ten  books  are  returned  to  the 
library  late.  A  daily  charge  of  five 
cents  is  collected  on  all  overdue  books 
unless  the  pupil  has  a  written  excuse 
from  the  principal. 

In  addition,  Miss  Beierlein  requests 
that  the  students  strive  to  take  better 
care  of  the  borrowed  books  because  a 
great  deal  of  damage  is  incurred  each 
year  through  carelessness.

Pupils  Use  Money  for  Food,  Car,  Movies 


IT  SEEMS  that  Centralites  biggest  money 
problem  is  that  they  haven’t  enough,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  survey  taken  in  a  freshman, 
junior  and  senior  home  room  last  week. 

Out  of  nine  junior  boys  only  six  save 
money  and  nine  out  of  13  junior  girls  save. 
The  seniors’  ratio  is  nearly  the  same  as  the 
juniors,  but  most  of  the  boys  save  their 
money  for  a  car. 

Food  seems  to  be  a  major  part  of  the 
money  shortage,  since  all  spend  between  $2 
and  $5  a  week  on  lunches  and  snacks,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  amount  of  income  the  pupil 
has.  Cars,  today,  take  up  much  extra  money 
and  for  senior  boys,  gas  runs  about  $6.42  on 
the  average  per  month.  Juniors  only  spend  a 
little  over  a  dollar  a  month  on  gas,  on  the 
average. 

Since  fewer  freshmen  work,  less  money  is 


spent  by  them,  the  average  for  food  is  much 
lower  and  they  spend  practically  nothing  on 
gasoline.  Movies  seem  to  be  a  must  on  each 
person’s  spending  no  matter  what  grade 
they  are  in. 

Budgets,  although  often  considered  an 
important  item  in  these  money  inflated  days, 
are  kept  by  a  little  less  than  a  third  of  the 
pupils  and  then  mostly  due  to  lack  of  fi¬ 
nances  because  of  the  so  called  “money  burns 
holes  in  your  pocket”  idea.  - 

Fewer  girls  than  boys  are  in  debt,  but 
more  girls  are  required  to  pay  room  and 
board  than  boys.  About  85  per  cent  of  the 
boys  hold  jobs,  while  only  about  60  per  cent 
of  the  girls  have  jobs  after  school. 

Money !  Such  a  problem !  And  yet  even  our 
elders  have  that  ever-trying  kind  of 
finagling  to  make  ends  meet.

AS  MANY  of  you  have  seen  at  Central, 
the  city  Pedestrian  Ordinance  has  been  more 
fully  in  force  around  the  school  and  in  sur¬ 
rounding  areas.

Mr.  J.  Henry  Chappell,  director  of 
industrial,  vocational,  and  adult  edu¬ 
cation  and  Mr.  Frank  Scott,  diversi¬ 
fied  co-operative  education  co-ordina- 
tor.  represented  Fort  Wayne  at  a  con¬ 
ference  in  Warsaw  of  administrative 
officers  interested  in  the  diversified 
co-operative  educational  program. 
GROUP  GATHERS 

School  superintendents,  principals, 
and  program  co-ordinators  gathered 
from  several  northeastern  Indiana 
cities.  There  were  representatives 
from  Fort  Wayne,  Nappanee,  Hart¬ 
ford  City,  Columbia  City,  Warsaw, 
Kendallville,  and  Plymouth,  gathered 
to  discuss  mutual  problems  in  their 
individual  programs. 

Most  of  the  discussion  centered 
around  problems  involved  in  the  actual 
operation  of  the  program.  Also  dis¬ 
cussed  were  the  objectives  of  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Besides  the  general  objectives, 
the  conference  also  covered  problems 
of  the  operation  of  related  classes  and 
the  need  for  co-operation  between  fac¬ 
ulty,  co-ordinator,  parents  and  em¬ 
ployees. 

HAVE  DISCUSSIONS 

“Of  particular  note  was  the  discus¬ 
sion  of  administrative  problems 
brought  about  by  the  program  and  the 
solutions  that  were  offered, ”  said  Mr. 
Scott.  “We  also  talked  over  a  method 
of  building  up  a  related  library.  Since 
every  occupation  may  require  as  many 
as  four  books,  financing  such  a  library 
is  quite  a  problem.  The  most  satis¬ 
factory  solution  was  that  of  getting 
employers  to  help.” 

The  matter  of  the  number  of  credits 
to  be  allowed  also  came  up.  Here  at 
Central,  the  student  receives  two 
credits  per  semester.  Labor  laws  to  be 
considered  in  organization  of  the  pro¬ 
gram,  such  as  the  sixteen-year-old 
age  minimum  and  the  minimum  wage 
law  were  talked  over.  Problems  of 
the  superintendent,  such  as  the 
knowledge  and  background  to  be  ac¬ 
quired  of  a  program  co-ordinator, 
were  also  discussed. 

Mr.  Chappell  and  Mr.  Scott  at¬ 
tended  the  conference  on  Thursday, 
September  13.

"WE  NOT  ONLY  teach  our  stu¬ 
dents  to  sell  behind  the  counter  in 
our  distributive  education  laboratory, 
but  we  teach  them  the  fundamentals 
and  essentials  of  selling  themselves,” 
said  Mr.  Allen  F.  Haueisen,  vocation¬ 
al  co-ordinator  director,  when  being 
asked  about  the  distributive  education 
plan. 

"We  apply  science  to  organization 
and  administration,  and  so  why  not 
apply  it  in  dealing  with  people.  More 
persons  should  become  the  students 
of  human  relations,”  he  went  on  to 
say.  The  objectives  of  distributive  ed¬ 
ucation  are  to  level  the  occupational 
efficiency,  to  satisfy  needs  of  the  con¬ 
sumer  intelligently,  and  to  offer  train¬ 
ing  in  modern  business  methods  so 
that  the  efficiency  of  operation  of  dis¬ 
tributive  business  may  be  increased 
and  costs  reduced. 

BETTER,  METHODS 

All  this  is  going  on  in.  Room  105 
where  the  students  of  Central  are’ 
training  fox*  better  business  methods. 
The  students  who  go  to  school  in  the 
mornings  and  work  from  noon  on,  also 
receive  credit  for  their  work  if  it 
proves  to  be  satisfactory.  They  work 
in  every  type  of  business;  some  are 
clerks  in  retail  stores,  some .  are  re¬ 
ceptionists,  some  are  secretaries,  and 
many  others,  an  deach  is  learning  to 
sell  himself  to  the  public  in  his  own 
field. 

"One  of  the  main  objectives  of 
Room  105,’’  says  Mrs.  Haueisen,  "is 
to  create  atmosphere.”  Many  busi¬ 
nesses  in  the  city  have  contributed  to 
the  room  by  giving  displays  represent¬ 
ing  their  particular  type  of  business. 
They  do  this  for  the  purpose  of  bet¬ 
tering  study  conditions  and,  as  Mr. 
Haueisen  said,  to  create  atmosphere. 
Each  merchant  contributed  a  wide 
display,  such  as  the  Wolf  and  Des- 
sauer  Department  Store,  which  do¬ 
nated  the  lovely  draperies  made  of 
the  new  Amazon  fabric.  They  custom- 
made  these  draperies  and  hung  them 
for  perfect  fit.  Another  contribution 
from  them  is  a  fine  display  of  alum¬ 
inum  ware  of  all  kinds.  The  displays 
are  inspiring  as  well  as  educational.

Today  wc  shall  deal  with  pen¬ 
alties,  for  the  most  part. 

Off  side  penalty:  When  either 
team  has  crossed  the  line  of  scrim¬ 
mage  before  the  ball  is  centered  to 
the  backfield.  The  penalty  for  this  is 
five  yards. 

Clipping  penalty:  When  a  player  is 
struck  in  the  back  and  legs  in  a  mov¬ 
ing  block  excluding  a  position  of  three 
yards  on  either  side  of  the  hall.  The 
penalty  for  this  is  fifteen  yards  from 
the  point  from  where  the  clipping 
occurred. 

Delay  of  the  game:  You  must 
get  out  of  the  huddle  within  ten 
seconds  and  the  ball  must  he  in 
play  within  twenty  seconds.  The 
penalty  is  five  yards. 


Holding  penalty:  Holding  is  when 
any  player  holds  with  his  hands  a 
player  from  the  opposite  team.  The 
penalty  for  this  is  fifteen  yards  from 
where  the  infraction  of  the  rule 
occurred. 

Back  field  in  motion:  Leaning 
or  moving  forward  toward  the 
line  of  scrimmage  before  the  ball 
is  centered.  The  penalty  for  this 
is  five  yards. 

Roughing  the  pass  received:  Block¬ 
ing,  or  intentionally  knocking  down, 
or  pushing  the  pass  receiver  out  of 
the  way,  as  soon  as  it  is  seen  he  is 
to  receive  the  hall.  The  ball  goes  to 
where  the  expected  receiver  was 
knocked  out  of  the  way.

Consecutive  Rating  in 
Superior  Division 

The  Spotlight  has  received  an  All- 
American  rating  from  the  National 
Scholastic  Press  Association  for  the 
seventh  consecutive  year. 

Of  the  12  high  school  papers  en¬ 
tered  in  this  particular  division,  six 
received  the  All-American  rating.  This 
rating  is  given  to  papers  with  scores 
above  976  points  as  decided  by  thq, 
judges.  Central  scored  975  points,  as 
a  school  with  from  1,400-1,999  enroll¬ 
ment  with  a  weekly  paper. 

Some  of  the  divisions  in  which  the 
paper  was  judged  are:  Coverage  of 
news  stories,  in  which  we  scored  ex¬ 
cellent  and  creativeness,  also  rated  ex¬ 
cellent.  We  also  received  an  excellent 
in  organization,  content,  make-up,  bal¬ 
ance,  and  printing  of  the  paper. 

A  good  or  fair  rating  was  given  in 
copyreading  and  proofreading,  that  is, 
checking  stories  for  errors  in  writing 
and  printing.  The  Spotlight  also  re¬ 
ceived  good  on  leads  for  news  and 
feature  stories.  A  "lead”  is  the  first 
sentence  of  a  story,  which  should 
serve  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the 
reader.  This  rating  was  given  for 
content  and  schedule  of  headlines,  also. 

On  the  sports  page,  the  judges 
rated  the  coverage  and  treatment  ex¬ 
cellent,  sports  writing,  good,  and  dis¬ 
play,  between  good  and  excellent. 
Make-nup  of  the  front  page  received 
an  excellent,  but  it  was  suggested 
that  reader  appeal  and  the  handling 
of  "boxes”  was  not  quite  up  to  par. 

This  contest  is  held  every  year,  and 
there  are  different  divisions,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  enrollment  of  the  school, 
how  often  the  paper  is  published,  and 
whether  it  is  printed  comercially  or 
mimeographer.  The  Spotlight  has  re¬ 
ceived  All-American  annually,  since 
1946. 

The  criticisms  included  in  the  score 
book  are  now  ^eing  studied  by  edi¬ 
torial  staff  members  with  a  view  to 
improvement.

Fire  Is  Costly  -  -  -  Why  Pay  For  It? 


IT  IS  HARD  to  imagine 
that  nearly  80,000  men  have 
been  killed,  missing  or 
wounded  since  the  war  in 
Korea  started.  We  can  feel 
greater  compassion  when 
we  read  about  the  little  girl, 
down  the  street,  who  died 
when  she  spilled  a  pot  of 
scalding  water  on  herself,  or 
the  sudden  death  of  a  man 
in  the  next  block,  because 
we  can  translate  this  in  our 
home. 

But  can  you  imagine  that 
80,000  children  have  burned 
to  death?  It  seems  almost 
impossible  to  believe,  yet 
over  the  last  20  years  that 
number  of  children  have 
been  burned  to  death  in  the 
United  States  most  of 
them  in  their  own  homes. 


Over  10,000  people  are 
killed  by  fire  each  year, 
300,000  or  more  homes  are 
damaged  or  destroyed,  and 
$688,460,000  worth  of  prop¬ 
erty  has  been  destroyed 
during  the  last  year  by  our 
carelessness.  Every  year 
2,000  children  under  six 
years  of  age  are  killed  by 
fire.  It  is  hard  to  grasp  the 
enormity  of  such  figures. 
They  are  sad  and  startling. 

Stoves  and  heating  de¬ 
vices  and  the  misuse  of 
flammable  fliuds  and  elec¬ 
tricity  are  also  great  causes 
of  fires.  So  don’t  blame  fire 
on  lightning,  as  many  peo¬ 
ple  do,  because  only  7.21 
per  cent  of  fires  are  started 
by  lightning.  That  means 


that  92.79  per  cent  of  all 
the  fires  are  started  by 
carelessness.  Today  the 
American  home  fire  safety 
has  become  a  national  de¬ 
fense  problem  because  of 
the  threat  of  widespread 
home  fires.  Five  steps  which 
every  homemaker  should 
take  to  prevent  fire  in  his 
home  are: 

1.  Make  it  a  weekly  pro¬ 
gram  to  clean  out  all*  com¬ 
bustible  rubbish  in  closets, 
attics,  etc. 

2.  Get  rid  of  gasoline  and 
benzine.  Keep  other  flam¬ 
mable  liquids  in  tightly 
closed  cans. 

3.  Put  oily  rags,  paint 
cloths  in  covered  metal  con¬ 
tainers  or  dispose  of  them. 


4.  Keep  electric  wiring, 
extension  cords,  electric  ap¬ 
pliances  in  good  repair. 

5.  Install  basic  home  fire 
fighting  equipment.  The  Na¬ 
tional  Board  of  the  Under¬ 
writers  suggests  a  five-gal¬ 
lon  hand  pump,  a  garden 
hose,  several  buckets  of 
water  and  sand,  and  a 
shovel. 

Adding  two  more  rules 
which  one  can  follow  and 
should  follow  no  matter 
where  he  is,  are: 

1.  Don’t  smoke  where  it 
is  forbidden.  * 

2.  When  you  smoke,  be 
sure  you  have  plenty  of  ash 
trays  handy. 

Remember  .  .  .  Don’t 
gamble  with  fire,  the  odds 
are  against  you.

And  on.e  main  thing  to  teach 
small  children  and  other  members  of 
the  family  to  be  calm  in  case  evacua¬ 
tion  was  needed.  The  best  way  to  do 
this  was  to  take  a  bad  fire  and  then 
practice  getting  out  of  the  house. 

One  important  reason  for  this  an¬ 
nual  affair  and  fire  drill  is  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  for  an  evacuation  of  the  build¬ 
ings  is  in  case  it  would  be  needed  if 
there  is  war. 

The  Fire  Department’s  aim  is  to 
teach  students  to  think  a  little  more 
about  fires  instead  of  taking  it  for 
granted  so  much,  and  if  this  is  done, 
it  will  teach  them  to  think  more  about 
it  when  they  are  older.

WE  HAVE  alreay  explained  what 
the  offensive  and  defensive  formations 
are  in  a  column  before.  Todays  we  will 
tell  exactly  what  a  defensive  forma¬ 
tion  is.  Probably,  the  most  highly 
used  defensive  formations  are  the  6- 
2-2-1  and  the  5-3-2-1.  Now,  to  most 
people  these  ^numbers  mean  just 
total  of  11  but  I  will  try  to  explain 
what  they  are. 

The  6-2-2-1  defense  means  this: 
There  are  six  men  on  the  line  of 
scrimmage.  There  are  the  two 
ends,  tackles,  and  guards.  The  man 
who  is  the  center  is  moved  be¬ 
hind  the  line  and  playing  about 
a  yard  back  between  the  tackle 
and  guard.  He  is  called  a  line 
backer. 

The  other  lineback  sj>ot  is  usually 


filled  in  by  the  fullback 
best  defensive  men  should  be 
there.  The  halmbacks  play 
yard  behind  the  linebacker  and  clo.-. 
to  the  sidelines.  The  last  man  is  the 
safety  man  and  plays  behind  all  the 
players  and  in  the  center  of  the  play. 
This  is  a  strong  defense  against  end 
runs  and  pass  plays. 

The  5-3-2-1  defense  is  on  the 
same  principle  only  five  men  are 
on  the  line  and  three  men  doing 
the  linebacking.

“There  has  been  a  lot  of  rumors 
about  what  the  boys  talk  about  when 
they  go  into  a  huddle.

When  a  penalty  of  any  sort  is  call¬ 
ed  against  either  team,  a  red  flag  is 
dropped  signifying  the  foul,  according 
to  him.  “The  pole  with  the  numbers 
up  to  four  that  is  seen  on  the  side 
lines  indicate  what  down  the  team 
with  the  ball  has.  There  are  also  the 
poles  with  a  chain  attached  to  them. 
These  are  moved  according  to  the 
yards  gained  or  lost,”  said  Schmitz. 
When  the  team  gains  possession  of 
the  ball  they  have  what  is  known  as 
four  downs  in  which  to  gain  ten 
yards.  Every  time  ten  yards  is  gained, 
they  have  four  more.

This  last  "goes  over  good”  with  the 
gang  because  it  doesn’t  happen  very 
often.  Of  course,  there  are  the  foot¬ 
ball  and  basketball  games  to  go  to. 
And  then  ice  skating  in  the  winter 
and  roller  skating  the  year  round. 

The  question  that  arises  quite  often 
in  this  year  of  ’51  is  this:  Is  a  car 
essential  in  dating?

Two  Teachers  Observe  Football 
Game,  Explain  School 
System 

“The  United  States  high  schools 
are  a  paradise  for  the  teen-ager,  re-, 
marked  the  two  German  visitors  who 
recently  spent  two  days  at  Central. 
Both  men  are  school  teachers  in  Ger¬ 
many;  their  names  are  Friedrich  Hoff¬ 
mann  of  Bavaria,  Germany,  and  Josef 
Stuber  of  Regensburg,  Germany. 
Their  home  towns  are  approximately 
the  same  size  as  Fort.  Wayne. 

The  men  weren't  too  surprised  to 
find  America  as  it  is  because  of  the 
many  books  they  have  read  about  it. 
One  thing  they  were  impressed  about 
was  our  love  of  sports  and  competi¬ 
tion.  Another  thing  is  the  swimming 
pools.  After  observing  the  North  vs. 
Central  game  they  praised  our  excel¬ 
lent  school  spirit  and  the  ability  of 
our  cheer  leaders.  They  say  that  we 
have  a  team  that  chan  lose  well  and 
win  modestly.  They  agree  that  our 
American  theory  of  sportsmanship 
should  be  ranked  first.  All  sports  in 
Germany  are  played  outside  of  school. 

SUBJECTS  VARY 

The  German  and  American  schools 
vary  greatly,  therefore  most  of  the 
subjects  taught  there  are  required. 
Their  school  hours  are  from  8  to  1 
p.m.  and  they  can  go  home  for 
lunches.  At  the  age  of  eight,  the 
children  are  given  an  examination  to 
determine  if  they  are  capable  of  at¬ 
tending  high  school.  Boys  and  girls 
go  to  separate  schools  and  the  girls 
wear  no  make-up  except  when  they 
go  dancing.  The  dress  and  make-up  of 
the  American  girl  appealed  to  the 
Germans. 

The  aim  of  the  German  schools, 
which  are  all  college  preparatory,  is 
to  teach  the  children  how  to  think 
correctly:  while  the  aim  of  our  schools 
is  to  teach  the  students  how  to  do 
things. 

Only  major  required  subjects  are 
taught  in  their  schools.  To  take  a 
course  in  social  studies  one  must  go 
to  a  separate  school.  Seven  years  of 
history  and  nine  years  of  geography 
are  required  plus  a  major  in  mathe¬ 
matics,  which  begins  with  adding  and 
works  up  to  the  most  complicated 
pi*oblems. 

FOODS  DIFFER 

Their  preference  of  food  is  also 
much  different  from  ours.  They  pre¬ 
fer  the  very  highly  seasoned  foods.

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Even  After  Recovery 
TB  Patients  Rest 

THE  GENERAL  FACTS  of  tubercular  actions 
and  cures  are  known  to  just  about  everyone,  but 
what  about  the  personal  side  of  this  disease. 
What  are  the  effects  of  it  on  the  persons  who 
have  it  and  those  that  must  care  for  them  ? 

For  the  personal  part  of  this  disease  the  most 
common  reaction  is  for  the  patient  to  try  to  do 
more  than  his  body  can  take  in  order  to  cope  with 
the  germ.  This  is  natural  as  they  do  not  feel  sick 
and  often  do  not  look  sick.  That  is  part  of  the 
troublesome  war  against  T.B. 

Even  after  the  patient  is  well  on  the  road  to 
recovery,  it  is  a  period  of  three  to  eight  years 
untilHhey  can  take  the^oad  of  a  normal  person 
and  do  the  same  amount  of  work  they  could  do 
before  they  became  ill,  if  they  were  not  a  young¬ 
ster  at  the  time  of  first  contracting  the  disease. 

Many  people  say,  “I’d  love  to  go  to  bed  and 
stay  there  for  a  year,”  but  if  they  really  had  to 
try  it,  they  would  find  it  extremely  difficult,  and 
would  be  very  glad  to  be  up  and  about  after  only 
a  very  short  while  in  bed.  The  reason?  They  are 
feeling  too  good  to  be  cooped  up  in  a  small  space 
and  soon  this  energy  gets  the  better  of  them. 
This  is  somewhat  the  same  with  a  tuberculosis 
patient. 

We  all  know  that  this  disease  strikes  at  the 
lungs,  but  not  always!  At  times  it  strikes  the 
bones  of  a  body  and  cripples  a  person  until  it  is 
cured  in  a  similar  manner  as  T.B.  of  the  lung. 
This  creates  a  hardship  to  the  surrounding  per¬ 
sons  as  no  known  cures  are  known  even  for  this 
type  of  the  disease. 

The  help  of  the  doctors,  nurses,  and  family  are 
needed  in  order  to  have  a  patient  of  T.B.  live  a 
normal  life  after  a  few  years.  This  help  is  needed 
to  keep  the  disease  from  spreading  in  the  family 
or  to  other  people.  All  in  all,  it  is  this  help,  along 
with  the  strong  will  power  of  the  patient  to  do  as 
told,  that  will  eventually  wipe  out  the  disease 
and  relieve  man  of  an  ever  increasing  danger  to 
his  life.

Coach  Places 
In  1943  Bout 
Of  Wrestling 

Warren  Eviston  Wrestled  in 
College;  Explains  How 
Match  Can  Be  Won

Mr.  Warren  Eviston,  assistant 
coach  and  teacher  at  Central  was  a 
ollege  wrestler  and  also  came  in 
third  in  the  National  Wrestling  As¬ 
sociation  in  1943. 

Mr.  Eviston  says  a  bout  can  be  won 
in  the  following  ways:  fall,  having 
one  contestant’s  shoulders  pinned  to 
the  mat  for  three  seconds.  Decisions 
are:  take  down,  one  contestant  gets 
control  of  the  other  contestant  but 
loes  not  pin  him;  for  reversal,  chang- 
ng  positions  in  one  motion;  and  get¬ 
ting  a  near  fall  that  is  getting  op¬ 
ponent  pinned  to  the  count  of  two. 
These  are  all  two  points.  He  went  on 
to  say  that  it  counts  one  point  for 
getting  away  from  your  opponent  to 
wen  circumstances. 

Mr.  Eviston  made  the  statement 
that  he  believed  that  wrestling  should 
be  carried  on  here  at  Central  and 
ibould  be  just  as  competitive  a  sport 
os  is  football  and  basketball.  "But,” 
he  went  on  to  say,  “If  Central  had  a 
team  it  would  be  tough  to  compete  in 
tournaments  or  such,  because  of  the 
distance  the  team  would  have  to 
travel  for  competition.”  At  the  pres¬ 
ent  there  are  twenty  teams  in  the 
tate. 

"The  best  chance  for  any  boy  who 
wished  to  wrestle  should  join  the 
YMCA,”  and  he  said  he  would  be 
happy  to  help  any  boy  who  is  eligible 
for  a  wrestling  career.  He  urges  all 
boys  to  join  a  wrestling  league. 

Mr.  Eviston  was  also  quite  active 
ln  high  school  where  he  also  received 
letters  in  basketball,  football,  and 
f^ack.  He  was  in  the  light  heavyweight 
division  weighing  191  pounds.  He  at¬ 
tended  Purdue  University  where  he 
began  his  wrestling  career.

He  further  ex¬ 
plained  that  they  synchronize  their 
motions  by  following  the  head  cheer¬ 
leader. 

He  explained  that  new  cheers  are 
chosen  for  their  originality  by  Mr. 
Irwin  Arnold,  cheerleading  instructor 
and  pep  session  director,  and  Miss 
Margaret  Scheumann,  girls’  cheer¬ 
leading  instructor. 

“One  of  the  toughest  jobs  per¬ 
formed  by  the  cheerleaders  is  that  of 
playing  the  Tiger,"  commented  Ian. 
'The  suit  is  hot,  the  papier-mache 
head  is  heavy,”  he  explained.  “This 
job  is  tossed  around  among  the  yell 
leaders,”  he  said. 


IN  TODAY’S  talk  we  will  discuss 
formations  and  try  to  describe  them 
to  you  in  the  most  simple  form.  Since 
their  are  both  offensive  and  defen¬ 
sive,  we  will  first  explain  offensive. 
The  most  common  is  the  T-formation. 

This  is  where  there  is  a  seven 
man  line  with  the  quarterback  di¬ 
rectly  in  back  of  the  center,  the 
fullback  ten  feet  in  back  of  the 
quarterback  and  the  halves  with¬ 
in  arms  lenght  flanking  the  full¬ 
back.  The  quarterback  receives 
the  ball  and  the  play  directed  by 
him. 

In  the  I  formation,  just  newly  de¬ 
veloped,  the  quarterback  stands  di¬ 
rectly  in  back  of  the  center,  and  the 
full  and  two  halfbacks  will  stand  di- 
tectly  in  back  of  the  quarterback  and 
form  an  I  or  a  tight  straight  lin< 
There  again  the  quarterback  will  hand 
the.  hall  off.  This  is  sometimes  also 
called  the  “true  T.” 

The  single  and  double  wing 
formations  are  the  hardest  and 
most  complicated.  This  formation 
plays  with  an  unbalanced  line  and 
is  very  hard  to  stop.  This  requires 
perfect  timing  on  all  the  back- 
field  men’s  parts  and  therefore  it 
isn’t  used  too  much. 

The  “kick”  formation  or  “punt” 
formation  is  rather  simple.  The  kicker 
is  directly  behind  and  ten  or  12  yards 
in  back  of  the  center.  The  other  three 
backs  line  up  according  to  the  kicker. 
If  the  kicker  kicks  witli  his  right  foot 
then  two  men  line  up  on  his  right 
side,  one  directly  behind  the  tackle 
and  the  other  directly  behind  him.  The 
remaining  back  is  on  the  left  side  and 
he  blocks  the  end.

According  to  Mr.  Estal  C.  Smuts, 
junior  co-ordinator,  the  responsibility 
a  high  school  student  assumes  when 
he  works  part  time  gives  him  valu¬ 
able  experience  and  prepares  him  for 
the  time  he  will  he  working  for  a 
living. 

Mr.  Smuts  believes  that  the  most 
important  lesson  it  teaches  him  is 
that  of  getting  along  with  other  peo¬ 
ple.  He  states  that  “90  per  cent  of 
those  who  lose  jobs  do  so  because 
they  can't  get  along  with  those  around 
them." 

He  also  states  that  having  a  job 
helps  a  person  build  up  a  habit  of 
promptness,  but  that  “no  student 
should  work  over  20  hours  a  week  and 
carry  a  full  schedule  of  school  work.” 

CAN  WORK  LONGER 

He  thinks  that  it  might  be  per¬ 
missible  for  a  boy  or  girl  to  shorten 
his  school  hours  in  order  to  work 
longer  if  he  needed  the  money.  How¬ 
ever,  he  states  that  “A  boy  is  making 
a  big  mistake  when  he  cuts  down  his 
school  hours  to  earn  enough  money  to 
buy  a  car.  His  education  is  bound  to 
suffer,  and  in  most  cases  the  car 
isn't  really  necessary.

Given  to  Teens' 

Mr.  Victor  E.  Stech  Says 
Good  Health  Important  j 
Among  Students 

By  PAT  SABLES 

"The  health  of  Central  students 
does  not  meet  the  standard  that  it) 
should,”  said  Mr.  Victor  E.  Stech, 
health  teacher,  recently.  "There  are  I 
five  important  rules  pupils  should  fol¬ 
low  to  retain  good  health.  They  are 
good  eating  habits,  good  sleeping 
habits,  good  posture,  plenty  of  fresh ! 
air  and  exercise,  and  the  proper  use  J 
of  leisure  time,”  he  explained. 

He  went  on  to  say  that  far  too 
many  students  skip  breakfast  because 
they  do  not  realize  that  breakfast  is 
the  starter  meal  of  the  day.  Pupils 
need  the  energy  it  generates  to  do 
their  best  in  the  morning  classes. 

"Lunch  is  also  an  important  meal 1 
and  sutdents  should  not  grab  a  bite  I 
and  run,”  he  remarked.  Many  students  j 
believe  that  a  Coke  and  a  hamburger  | 
make  a  sufficient  lunch,  but  it  does  j 
not  because  the  pupil  does  not  receive 
the  vitamins  and  minerals  necessary 
for  good  health. 

He  went  on  to  say  that  many  pupils 
have  the  idea  that  a  midnight  snack 
will  make  them  fat,  but  a  snack  of 
light  food  with  plenty  of  water  will 
not  increase  your  weight  to  any  great 
extent. 

Mr.  Stech  also  said  that  plenty  of  I 
sleep  is  a  necessity  in  regard  to  good  1 
health.  A  pupil  should  have  at  least  ■ 
eight  hours  of  sleep  and  some  may  | 
need  more.  A  fixed  time  for  going  to 
bed  and  getting  up  in  the  morning  j 
will  make  you  sleep  better.  “The  pref-  |  j 
ercble  time  for  teenagers  is  from  j 
10  p.m.  to  6:30  a.m.”  he  explained.  1 
“There  are  several  reasons  why 
students  do  not  get  the  required 
amount  of  sleep,  too  much  homework,  ; 
a  late  job,  and  too  many  students  who  i 
like  to  have  a  good  time  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  their  health,”  he  remarked. 

“Good  posture  is  very  important  in 
retaining  good  health,”  stated  Mr. 
Stech.  Good  posture  promotes  good 
circulation  of  the  blood,  this  in  turn 
aids  the  liver,  heai't  and  lungs. 

“Students  should  make  good  use  of 
their  leisure  time.  Belonging  to  clubs 
or  having  a  hobby  will  help  you  in 
your  school  work.  However,  too  many 
extra-curricular  activities  may  I 
hamper  the  student  in  getting  his 
homework  or  keeping  up  on  regular 
class  subjects,”  commented  Mr.  Stech. 
“A  hobby  or  a  club  will  provide  a 
break  in  studying  for  a  pupil  and  the 
variety  will  stimulate  his  interest  in 
his  studies,”  he  explained.

Superintendent  M.  J.  Abbett 
Cites  Urgent  School  Needs

"VERY  FEW  school  cities  ^re  debt 
free  and  have  a  low  tax  rate  for 
schools,  as  does  Fort  Wayne,”  re¬ 
marked  Mr.  Merle  J.  Abbett,  super- 
'  intendent  of  public  schools,  in  a  re¬ 
cent  interview  on  "Urgent  School 
Needs,”  a  phase  of  American  Educa¬ 
tion  Week. 


He  explained  that  this  reduction 
was  the  result  of  paying  for  some  20 
buildings  built  many  years  ago  which 
were  covered  by  four  million  dollars 
in  bonds  plus  interest  that  amounted 
to  one  and  one-fourth  million  more. 

This  debt  has  been  liquidated  and 
many  additional  buildings  built  and 
paid  for  as  we  have  gone  along. 

FUTURE  OUTLOOKS 
"The  School  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
through  its  Board  of  Educatiojj,  has 
always  had  a  program  that  looked

Education  Very 
Essential  in 
Modern  World 

Our  Schools  Keep  Us  Free  By 
Teaching  American 
Democracy

"By  giving  boys  and  girls  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  learn  and  practice  free¬ 
dom,”  Mr.  Lex  V.  Combs,  principal 
of  Nebraska  School,  explained  how 
,  schools  keep  us  free. 

Voting  intelligently  according  to  ed¬ 
ucation  denpends  upon  the  education  a 
person  had  the  first  eight  years.  Mr. 
Combs  said,  “Some  of  the  best  citizens 
in  America  had  nothing  but  a  grade 
school  education.” 

CAN  MEET  THREAT 
To  meet  the  threat  of  communism 
he  thought  it  could  be  done  by  teach¬ 
ing  the  boys  and  girls  to  live  the 
American  way  of  life.  He  went  on  to 
say  that  every  person  should  know 
the  true  ways  of  communistic  life  and 
the  true  ways  of  American  democracy, 
and  to  practice  the  Golden  Rule,  "Do 
Unto  Others  As  You  Would  Have 
Others  Do  Unto  You.”  He  thought  if 
everyone  practiced  this  rule  we 
would  have  no  arguments  and  wars. 

In  regards  to  a  definition  of  educa¬ 
tion,  Mr.  Combs  quoted  his  professor 
at  Indiana  State  Teachers'  College.  In 
1922,  Professor  Frances  M.  Stalker 
said  education  is:  “To  have  and  to 
keep  a  sound  and  healthy  mind,  and 
a  sound  and  healthy  body;  to  be  able 
to  think  straight;  to  appreciate  beau¬ 
ty  in  nature,  in  the  fine  arts  and 
deeds  in  men;  to  be  able  to  work  with 
the  hand  as  well  as  the  head;  to 
realize  there’s  a  world’s  work  to  be 
done,  above  all  to  be  consumed  with 
a  burning  desire  to  do  your  full 
share  of  it;  these  are  some  of  the 
marks  of  the  educated  man  or 
woman.”  Mr.  Combs  said  his  def¬ 
inition  was,  “One’s  education  was  the 
sum  total  of  her’s  or  his  experiences.” 
TAUGHT  CIVICS 
Mr.  Combs  thought  citizenship 
classes  shouldn’t  be  limited  just  to 
government  classes.  He  said,  “It  be¬ 
gins  in  the  home  first,  and  on  to  ele¬ 
mentary,  junior  high  school  and 
senior  high  school.” 

With  the  elimination  of  needless 
bureaus  he  thought  our  government 
could  be  simplified,  as  they  are  too 
complex  for  the  democracy  to  work 
well  in  his  opinion.  Mr.  Combs  also 
thought  the  government  could  be  more 


for  the  next  five  years  may  be 
enumerated  as  follow:  A  new  ele¬ 
mentary  building  at  Tyler  and  State 
in  the  Franklin  school  area;  an  addi¬ 
tion  to  Frances  Slocum  of  four  rooms 
in  1953;  and  an  improved  elementary 
school  in  the  Riverside  area  in  1954. 

Other  major  needs  are  completion 
of  North  Side  bleachers,  an  audi¬ 
torium  at  South  Side,  and  an  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  Justin  Study  school  to  include 
the  seventh  and  eight  grades. 

This  building  program  needs  to  be 
continued  for  the  next  five  years  in 
order  to  take  care  of  the  increased 
numbers  in  the  elementary  grades,  the 
superintendent  explained. 

Mr.  Abbett  also  said  that  a  few  re¬ 
maining  buildings  needed  to  be  con 
verted  to  fluorescent  lighting  and 
there  remains  to  be  installed  some 
four  or  five  stokers  in  the  smaller

Keegan,  Retired  Attorney, 
Bases  Importance  on

"Our  country  depends  on  schools 
and  how  they  train  students  to  be 
good  citizens,”  recently  stated  Mr. 
Hugh  Keegan,  retired  lawyer. 

Mr.  Keegan,  who  is  long  experi¬ 
enced  in  civic  affairs,  thinks  that  all 
students  should  be  prepared  directly 
and  indirectly  in  school,  to  defend 
their  country.  They  should  be  ground¬ 
ed  in  the  national  plans  for  defense. 

When  asked  this  questions,  "Do 
you  believe  in  higher  education  for  all 
persons?”  Mr.  Keegan  replied:  “I 
think  that  is  mostly  up  to  the  individ¬ 
ual.  But  I  say  no!  Not  unless  they 
want  to  be  educated.  Elementary  ed¬ 
ucation  is  essential  for  everyone,  but 
if  the  person  is  not  interested  in 
schooling,  a  higher  education  would 
be  worthless. ” 

Mr.  Keegan  then  said,  "I  believe 
that  the  schools,  do  give  us  strong 
Armed  Forces  and  I  also  believe  they 
are  related:  The  nurses,  marines, 
sailors  and  doctors,  no  matter  what 
branch  of  service  they  are  in,  have 
all  come  from  the  schools.  They  are 
taught  to  take  responsibilities.  They 
are  taught  to  think,  read  and  thus  to 
develop  their  faculties. 

"I  am  not  sure  religion  should  be 
taught  in  the  schools,  but  I  don’t 
think  it  would  do  any  harm.  I  do  think 
the  churches  and  schools  should  work 
together,”  he  said.

Educator  Tells  Ideas  on  Peace  ! 

Dr.  Broyles  Gives  Ideas  on  Education 
For  Long  Pull

"FUNDAMENTALS  are  skills 
which  people  need  to  use  in  daily 
living,”  commented  Miss  Anne  Hop- 
man,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Ed¬ 
ucation,  in  a  recent  interview. 

Reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  are 
still  basic  fundamentals  to  all  people, 
but  new  things  added  to  the  school 
curriculum  may  be  fundamental  to 
various  individuals.  Driving  could  be 
considered  a  fundamental  to  the  stu¬ 
dent  that  takes  the  course,  if  he  plans 
to  use  it  all  through  his  life.  The 
same  holds  true  to  art,  music,  science, 
home  economics,  health,  social  studies, 
and  physicul  education,  Miss  Hopmati 
went  on  to  say. 

"The  three  basic  fundamentals, 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  have 
a  deeper  meaning  than  before,”  she 
explained.  The  reading  level  has  been 
raised  over  the  years  until  now  w 
consider  it  fundamental  to  be  able  to 
understand  and  be  critical  readers  of 
all  materials.  When  we  think  of  the 
abundance  of  reading  materials  that 
is  available  today,  it  is  considered 
basic  to  evaluate  the  material  and 
choose  what  is  good  and  will  benefit 
us,  the  educator  continued.  "Lessons 
have  become  more  than  just  memoriz¬ 
ing  rules  and  facts.  Children  are 
taught  to  express  their  ideas  through 
writing  and  speaking  and  to  use  their 
arithmetic  in  every  day  life,”  re¬ 
marked  the  supervisor. 

I  School  life  today  is  different  from 
that  in  the  old  one-room  school  house. 
Of  course,  it  had  its  good  points  too, 
but  today  we  try  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  individual,  she  explained. 

Some  pupils  need  training  in  getting 
along  with  others  and  self-discipline., 
more  than  other  children.  In  the  old 
school  the  “three  R’s”  were  taught 
and  little  thought  was  given  to  per¬ 
sonal  problems.  The  students  then,  did 
not  enjoy  the  benefits  of  physical  ed¬ 
ucation,  art,  music,  home  economics, 
and  other  subjects,  besides  extra¬ 
curricular  activities,  offered  in  the 
schools  today  for  better  living,  she 
explained.

freedom,”  she  said.  Through  the  va¬ 
riety  of  fundamentals  offered  the  pu¬ 
pils  learn  to  understand  each  other 
better  through  better  communication.

Doctor  Relph  Broyles,  director  of 
the  Fort  Wayne  division  of  Indiana 
University,  was  recently  interviewed 
on  the  subject  “Education  fo  .•  the 
Long  Pull,”  which,  of  course,  is  in 
unison  with  National  Education  Week. 

“I  do  not  anticipate  any  major 
changes  in  our  fundamental  high 
school  education  within  the  next  25 
years;  however,  as  time  progresses, 
I  can  foresee  more  emphasis  being 
placed  on  social  studies  and  sciences 
as  I  definitely  feel  that  this  would 
strengthen  our  educational  system 
and  be  for  the  bettermen  of  society,” 
began  Doctor  Broyles. 

He  fears  that  America  will  soon  be 
faced  with  a  great  educational  emer¬ 
gency  as  many  of  the  smaller  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  will  be  forced 
to  cease  operating  because  of  the  in¬ 
creasing  taxes  and  other  high  operat¬ 
ing  expenses.  This  situation  ^fould 
then  place  an  overwhelming  burden 
on  the  large  institutions  as  they 
would  be  called  on  to  find  facilities 
to  accommodate  all  of  these  misplaced 
students. 

"In  my  opinion  adequate  education 
plays  an  important  part  in  adjusting 
people  in  the  social,  scientific  and 


•.industrial  worlds  because  it  provides 
them  with  a  more  thorough  knowledge 
of  their  respective  fields,”  com¬ 
mented  Doctor  Broyles  as  he  listed 
this  as  a  reason  for  all  of  us  to  strive 
for  a  higher  education.  Doctor  Broyles 
pointed  out  that  an  education  also 
helps  us  to  live  together  in  a  complex 
world  and  serve  mankind  to  the  very 
limit  of  our  abilities. 

“I  think  that  our  present  world  sit¬ 
uation  might  be  improved  if  a  suc¬ 
cessful  plan  to  educate  all  of  the 
world’s  human  inhabitants  could  be 
executed.  For  instance,  if  the  United 
States  could  dispatch  a  sufficient 
number  of  professional  people,  such  as 
doctors,  educators,  and  others  to  re¬ 
mote  areas  of  the  world,  I  feel  cer¬ 
tain  it  would  do  much  to  alleviate 
much  of  the  world  crisis  as  it  would 
encourage  a  higher  standard  of  liv¬ 
ing,”  revealed  Doctor  Broyles. 

Unfortunately,  as  our  education 
and  living  standards  soar  to  almost 
unheard  of  levels,  men  are  almost  con¬ 
tinually  engaging  in  bitter  and  com¬ 
plex  warfare.  With  science  discover¬ 
ing  and  inventing  more  potent 
weapons  each  year  we  must  all  have 
a  great  deal  of  spiritual  faith  as  it  is 
our  only  hope  of  preserving  mankind, 
Doctor  Broyles  added.

He  watches  for  offsides  and 
ther  line  play,  then  moves  down  his 
side  line  to  watch  passes  and  for 
out-of-bounds  play.  The  field  judge 
helps  to  referee  behind  the  defensive 
team,  and  then  moves  to  his  sideline 
watch  for  out-of-bounds  play. 

BEGAN  IN  ENGLAND 
Football  started,  as  most  people 
know,  in  England  around  the  1800’s. 
But  one  factor  that  is  often  confused 
is  that  football  grew  out  of  Rugby* 
and  not  soccer.  Soccer  did  not  and 
does  not  permit  the  use  of  hands, 
while  Rugby,  after  1841,  purely  by 
accident,  developed  running  and  hand 
using. 

The  first  football  game  in  the 
United  States  was  played  in  Nov., 
1869.  Rutgers  defeated  Princeton, 
playing  the  game  under  soccer  rules. 
In  1874  McGill  University  of  Canada 
played  Harvard,  the  first  half  under 
soccer  rules,  the  second  half  under 
Rugby  rules. 

The  results  of  a  game  between 
Yale  and  Harvard  pleased  the  Yale 
players,  and  soon  afterwards  an  as¬ 
sociation  of  five  colleges  was  formed 
in  1876  to  play  Rugby.  Since  then,  the 
changes  and  developments  led  into  the 
present  status  of  football.  By  1882 
the  teams  consisted  of  11  players 
each  and  operated  on  a  crude  line  of 
scrimmage. 

CHANGE  RULES 
Serious  injuries  to  players  during 
the  1905  season  created  a  popular  de¬ 
mand  for  rule  changes  so  the  national 
Rules  committee  revamped  the  whole 
Rules  book.  One  of  the  important 
changes  was  making  the  forward  pass 
legal.  The  two  men  who  made  the 
greatest  work  with  this  was  the 
famed  Gus  Dorias  and  Knute  Rockne 
combination  in  1913  with  Notre  Dame. 

At  the  present,  every  year  brings 
new  changes  to  the  football  rules,  in 
striving  for  a  safer,  saner  and  more 
thrilling  game.

The  sports  stuff  would  like  to 
offer  its  apologies  to  Max  Witzi¬ 
greuter.  In  last  week's  paper  we 
stated  that  Clancy  and  Simmons 
were  the  only  scorers  in  the 
Marion  ball  game.

(Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  second  in  the 
series  on  No  Smoking,  a  campaign  being  carried 
on  by  the  Student  Congress  and  the  Spotlight 
for  the  benefit  of  both  the  school,  its  appearance, 
and  the  pupils.

“Mary,  did  you  see  Joe?  When  he  came  to  class 
today  I  thought  I  would  pass  out.  He  smelled 
like  a  smoke  factory.  I  can’*see  why  boys  have 
to  smoke  between  periods  like  that.  This  is 
school,  and  it  doesn't  help  the  appearance  of  the 
school  to  see  all  those  boys  getting  a  quick  smoke 
between  periods.

The  Central  Catholic  basketball 
game,  which  was  originally  scheduled 
for  December  7,  at  the  North  Side 
gym,  has  been  changed  to  this 
Wednesday.  Central  Catholic  will  be 
host  school  for  this  game.

The  Tigers,  being  coached  by  Herb 
Banet  and  Waveland  Snider,  began,, 
their  hardwood  practice  a  few  weeks 
ago.

Two  good  prospects  to  wear  the 
Blue  and  White  are  veterans  John 
Overholt  and  George  Simmons.

FOOTBALL  IS  through  for  the 
year,  at  least  as  far  as  the  city 
schools  go,  and  with  all  efforts  on  the 
part  of  coaches  and  teams  turned 
towards  basketball,  the  sports  staff 
will  also  face  that  direction.  In  order 
to  whi  psome  interest  and  enthusiasm 
from  the  fans  we  (the  staff)  have  de¬ 
cided  to  keep  “Jabber”  in  the  make¬ 
up. 

Since  basketball  is  a  lot  easier 
for  the  spectator  id  watch  and 
follow  more  closely,  the  rules  are 
even  more  important  to  know  than 
a  sport  like  football.  There  being 
far  too  many  rules  to  enumerate 
in  one  column,  we  can  only  make 
a  small  start  in  the  list.  Here  are 
some  of  them: 

Three-second  rule — This  is  a  some¬ 
what  common  penalty  imposed  upon 
the  offensive  center.  In  the  half  of 
a  foul  circle  nearest  the  basket,  the 
offensive  center  is  allowed  no  more 
than  three  seconds.  If  he  violates 
this  rule,  his  team  loses  possession  of 
the  ball.  Often  you  will  seen  the  cen¬ 
ter  roaming  around  under  the  basket 
and  this  will  explain  most  of  it. 

Ten-second  line — This  is  one  of 
the  red  lines  that  crosses  the  cen¬ 
ter  jumping  circle,  specifically  the 
line  fartherest  from  the  offensive 
basket.  The  offensive  team  has  10 
seconds  to  get  the  ball  across  the 
line  and  must  keep  it  there,  un¬ 
less  an  opponent  touches  the  ball 
and  he  is  able  to  recover  it. 

Center  jump — When  there  is  a 
jump  at  the  center  or  foul  circle  in  the 
case  of  a  tied-up  ball,  all  players 
must  have  their  shoes  off  the  red 
circle,  or  be  penalized  by  losing  pos¬ 
session  of  the  ball. 

Don’t  forget  everybody,  that 
the  -schedule  has  been  changed! 
NOTICE  that  the  first  game  is 
with  Central  Catholic,  Nov.  21, 
instead  of  Dec.  7.  Central  Cath¬ 
olic  will  play  host.

"It  is’  a  ten  meter  station,”  ex¬ 
plained  Mr.  Wilson.  He  went  on  to 
say  that  it  is  a  phone  station,  or  in 
other  words  one  over  which  a  ‘person 
can  talk,  but  code  signals  can  also 
be  used  to  talk  with  those  stations 
not  having  the  phone  system. 

ATOMIC  BOMB 

He  said  that  in  case  of  an  emer¬ 
gency,  such  as  the  dropping  of  an 
atomic  bomb  near  here,  W9GHA 
could  become  a  fixed  station  and 
would  work  on  the  local  network. 
Mobile  stations  which  have  been  set 
up  in  cars  would  rush  to  a  safe  place 
and  begin  broadcasting  along  with 
other  amateur  stations. 

“An  operator's  license  is  required  of 
anyone  who  wishes  to  operate  the 
radio,”  commented  Mr.  Wilson,  but 
anyone  may  talk  over  it.  At  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  there  is  only  one  licensed 
operator  at  Central  besides  Mr.  Wil¬ 
son.  He  is  Richard  Todd,  student  of 
electricity.  “Anyone  who  is  taking 
electricity  may  join  the  Radio  Club,” 
he  stated. 

NEW  ANTENNA 

The  station  is  also  getting  a  new 
rotary  antenna  since  the  old  one  was 
damaged  by  the  wind  last  year.  It 
has  been  operating  since  by  using 
ground  plane  antenna. 

“W9GHA  can  broadcast  around  the 
world  when  the  weather  permits,”  Mr. 


Wilson  said.  He  continued  by  saying 
that  he  could  talk  to  people  in  Russia 
if  the  amateurs  were  allowed  to  talk 
as  we  are  in  America. 

As  it  is,  the  station  has  contacted 
people  in  Guatemala,  Central  Amer¬ 
ica,  the  Netherlands,  Mexico  City, 
Alberta.  Canada,  Puerto  Rico,  Vene¬ 
zuela,  Cuba,  a  Navy  broadcasting  sta¬ 
tion  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  almost 
every  state  in  the  United  States.

Jerry  Clark,  who  is  now  serving  in 
the  Army  and  expects  to  be  sent  to 
Korea,  has  made  Mr.  Wilson  a  prom¬ 
ise.  He  said  that  he  will  try  to  get  to 
a  radio  station  and  contact  his  former 
teacher,  if  it  is  possible.

A  good  loser  and  a  gracious  winner, 
recognizing  and  applauding  an  exhi¬ 
bition  of  fine  play,  refraining  from 
stirirng  unfriendly  rivalry  among 
fans  or  players,  maintaining  conduct 
at  all  times  in  a  sportsmanlike  and 
gentlemanly  manner.  This  counts  15 
points  for  a  total  of  100  possible 
points.

Vic  has  had  a  job  for  the  last  three 
years  at  the  Administration  Building 
in  the  film  department.  He  is  in 
charge  of  the  films,  filmstrips,  and 
slides  for  the  grade  schools.  This  in¬ 
cludes  distribution,  and  repair  work. 
He  enjoys  the  work  as  he  can  meet 
the  teachers  and  principals  of  the 
various  city  schools  and  make  friends 
that  way.  He  got  this  job  through  Mr. 
Estal  Smuts,  junior  co-ordinator  here.

first  practices  the  music  inside  the 
Band  Room.  They  use  a  marching 
song  for  going  on  or  off  the  field,  or 
changing  formations  on  ihe  field. 
Then  they  rehearse  any  special  num¬ 
bers,  such  as  the  school  song  of  the 
opponent’s  school.  Also,  while  they  are 
practicing  the  music,  plans  are  being 
made  for  the  props  for  the  between 
half  shows.  For  the  Marion  game,  a 
check  had  to  be  made  regularly  to  the 
art  department  for  the  shrubs,  and 
the  wood-working  department  for  the 
door  that  was  used. 

After  the  music  has  been  rehearsed 
for  several  days,  the  band  goes  out 
to  the  practice  field  and  works  on  the 
formations  without  playing  the  music. 
When  the  band  is  sure  of  their  posi¬ 
tions  without  the  music,  the  music  is 
added  and  then  the  formations  are  all 
gone  through  a  few  times.  In  order 
to  march  with  any  degree  of  accuracy, 
the  band  spends  two  weeks  of  practice 
on  the  field  without  drums  or  music, 
only  on  marching.  This  concentrated 
drill  makes  it  easier  for  the  band  to 
pick  out  the  parts  of  the  show  and 
put  special  attention  to  those  parts 
that  need  it. 

The  last  rehearsal  for  the  perform¬ 
ance  is  used  to  practice  for -continuity 
by  going  through  the  show  with  the 
marching  and  music  as  many  times  as 
possible.  Usually  the  formations  and 
the  shows  are  all  worked  out  early  in 
the  week,  so  that  in  case  of  bad 
weather,  the  band  can  rehearse  the 
music  inside,  and  have  passability  at 
the  games. 

FIVE  FORMATIONS 

“In  the  show  for  the  Marion  game 
we  used  five  formations,  anjl  eight 
different  >  tunes,  which,  of  course, 
makes  one  realize  the  work  put  into 
a  program  for  a  football  or  basket¬ 
ball  game,”  said  Mr.  Stodden. 

The  success  of  the  show  depends  on 
the  head  drummer  as  well  as  the 
majorette.  The  majorette  gives  the 
signals  for  the  formations,  and  the 
head  drummer  sets  the  pace  for  the 
tunes,  which  have  much  different 
timing. 

To  march  in  a  parade  takes  very 
little  extra  work.  In  the  Armistice 
Day  parade,  the  band  tried  to  play 
each  song  once,  or  twice  within  three 
blocks.  If  this  is  done  they  are  play¬ 
ing  almost  all  the  time  and  the  on¬ 
lookers  enjoy  hearing  a  band  play.  To 
march  in  the  parade  the  members  had 
to  be  at.  school  one-half  hour  before 
the  band  was  to  report  at  the  parade 
area,  which  is  about  15  minutes  before 
the  parade  starts. 

PARADE  PLANS 

There  always  has  been  a  tradition 
of  a  parade  that  no  one  knows  where 
they  are  supposed  to  do.  They  are 
usually  moved  two  or  three  times  be¬ 
fore  the  parade  starts.  Usually  one  of 
the  best  places  to  be  is  before  or 
after  a  mobile  unit  because  the  band 
then  can  set  its  own  rate  of  speed. 
It  is  also  desirable  to  be  in  the  front 
half  of  a  parade,  as  it  eliminates  any 
long  waits. 

“We  are  aiming  at  a  marching  band 
here  because  we  feel  that  we  do  the 
most  for  the  school  spirit,  for  Cen¬ 
tral,  and  for  the  people  that  see  and 
hear  the  band  at  the  football  and  bas¬ 
ketball  games.  We  are  going  to  try 
and  do  our  best  work  at  those  times,” 
commented  Mi-.  Stodden.

THE  COLUMN  this  week  will  again 
contain  some  simple  terms  that  may 
not  be  understood  by  the  girls  or 
any  other  fans  who  may  not  have 
frequent  contact  with  the  sport  of 
basketball.

But,  you  as 
fans,  must  realize  that  since  there 
are  so  many  jobs  the  referee  has 
to  do  and  so  many  things  to 
watch,  and  that  the  referees  are 
so  much  closer  to  the  plays  than 
you  are.  I  think  we  should  let 
them  calls  the  plays  the  way  they 
see  them.  After  all,  they  have 
very  likely  played  themselves, 
maybe  even  coached,  nnd  certainly 
have  to  go  to  a  special  school  to 
learn  the  trade.  Above  all,  THEY 
KNOW  THE  RULES,  or  else 
they  could  not  be  out  there  on  the 
floor.  Everybody  is  entitled  to 
their  own  opinion,  and  maybe 
there  nre  personal  grudges  we 
have  against  referees,  but  let’s  let 
them  do  the  job. 

Technical  foul — This  is  usually  a 
violation  against  the  referee  because 
of  swearing,  insubordination,  or  any¬ 
thing  that  may  bring  about  disrespect 
to  the  officials. 

Double-dribble  —  Double-dribble  is 
caused  when  the  offensive  man  is 
dribbling  the  ball  down  the  floor  and 
touches  the  ball  with  both  hands  at 
the  same  time  and  then  continues  to 
dribble  without  passing  the  ball  to 
another  player  or  before  losing  pos¬ 
session  of  the  ball.

will  notice  them  and  see  that  the  idea 
of  stopping  smoking  is  following  them 
into  the  halls,  classrooms,  and  the 
places  where  they  smoke. 

Now,  what  can  be  done  in  the  way 
of  rules  and  enforcement? 

If  we  want  the  rule  no  smoking  en¬ 
forced  then  we  will  have  to  appoint 
organized  patx*ol  of  upperclassmen 
boys  to  patrol  the  areas  where  smok¬ 
ing  goes  on  between  periods  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  lunch  hours.  These  boys 
would  be  appointed  by  the  dean  of 
boys  and  the  Student  Council.  They 
will  take  names  of  the  non-cooperative 
smokers  and  turn  the  names  over  to 
the  office.  They  could  wear  arm  bands 
to  show  they  are  acting  officially  and 
not  in  their  own  accord. 

If  pupils  take  part  in  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  non-smoking,  a  favorable  sen¬ 
timent  could  be  created  more  easily. 

And,  of  course,  at  lunch  hour  we 
must  do  something  about  the  teachers 
and  the  adults  in  the  night  classes. 
Students  think,  “Why  do  we  have  to 
stop  smoking  if  the  adults  can  go 
about  smoking  without  having  a  word 
said  to  them?” 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  smok¬ 
ing  area  be  declared  so  that  boys 
might  smoke  in  this  area  and  nowhere 
else  in  the  block.  The  Spotlight  doesn’t 
grant  that  this  is  a  good  solution,  but 
The  Spotlight  also  believes  that  ar¬ 
rangement  would  be  better  than  what 
is  going  on  now. 

Looking  the  other  way  will  never 
solve  this  problem. 

The  problem  has  been  brought  be¬ 
fore  assemblies,  and  the  office  has 
pushed  the  project.  It  is  up  to  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  to  back  it  up.

He  also  said  that  the  students  think 
the  high  schools  should  advocate  a 
large  guidance  program. 

On  Visitation  Day,  which  the  Uni¬ 
versity  holds  every  year,  the  princi¬ 
pals  of  various  high  schools  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  visit  their  former  | 
students  and  see  how  they  are  doing  j 
in  their  iii*st  year  of  their  college  I 
career. 

This  visit  gives  an  opportunity  for  j 
a  lengthy  conversation  between  the 
college  students  and  their  former 
principals.  In  this  talk  the  student 
relates  his  experiences  and  problems 
which  he  was  faced  with  in  his  first 
few  weeks  of  school.  The  school  heads 
in  turn  were  privileged  to  give  their 
recommendations  and  advice  to  the 
students  and  also  make  suggestions 
to  the  University  authorities  that 
might  be  helpful  to  both  the  Uni¬ 
versity  and  the  students. 

The  freshmen  made  recommenda¬ 
tions  or  suggestions  to  their  princi¬ 
pals  on  how  high  school  methods  and 
practices  that  might  be  modified  to 
help  college-bound  people.

English  Teacher  Was  Col¬ 
lege  Paper  Editor,  Muncie 
Star  Reporter 

Stop  the  press!  Scoop  for  the  front 
page!  Yes,  these  words  have  been 
often  heard  by  Mr.  Leonard  Davis, 
English  teacher  and  newspaperman. 

Mr.  Davis  first  became  interested 
in  this  subject  when  he  started  work¬ 
ing  on  the  Ball  State  News  in  college. 
He  was  editor  three  out  of  the  four 
years  he  served  on  the  staff.  He  wrote 
editorials  and  the  general  run  of  writ¬ 
ing.  During  his  senior  year  when  he 
w&s  editor,  the  paper  received  the  All 
American  Rating,  the  first  and  only 


copy,  and  filling  in  for  the  city  editor 
when  he  was  ill. 

Mr.  Davis  said,  “I  was  always  in¬ 
terested  in  writing,  so  in  college  I 
took  as  much  journalism  as  possible.” 
Mr.  Davis  had  no  chance  to  do  any 
writing  in  high  school,  since  the  school 
he  attended  had  no  school  paper. 

He  continued  his  work  in  journal¬ 
ism  by  writing  even  after  he  began 
teaching.  He  wrote  stories  at  night 
in  time  for  them  to  go  to  press  at 
2  a.m. 

“Newspaper  work  is  a  general  as¬ 
set  to  anyone,”  remarked  Mr.  Davis. 
He  continued  by  saying  it  helps  them 
to  meet  the  public  and  helps  to  form¬ 
ulate  facts,  outline  material,  and  is  a 
good  conditioner.  It  teaches  quick 
thinking!  It  also  shows  you  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  knowing  the  importance  of 
verifying  facts,  and  teaches  you  not 
to  be  gullible.

Continue  Educations  THE  SPOTLIGHT 
Before  UMT  Stops  It 

ONCE  UPON  a  time,  a  long  time  ago,  in  fact, 
there  was  no  such  thing  as  cars,  or  college 
scholarships. 

Also  there  was  not  UMT,  otherwise  known 
to  many  boys  today  as  Universal  Military  Train¬ 
ing.  Deferment  tests  in  college  were  not  imagined 
and  boys  seldom  planned  to  spend  time  in  the 
Army,  Navy  or  Air  Force,  of  which  there  was 
none — a  long  time  ago,  that  is. 

Because  of  this  training,  should  boys  give  up 
one  or  possibly  two  years  of  college?  Definitely 
not,  if  they  are  capable  of  colege  work.  In  these 
modern  days,  college  education  is  becoming  more 
necessary  for  a  good  job  than  ever  before.  Ad¬ 
vanced  science  and  mathematics  are  two  of  the 
biggest  fields  open  to  advanced  training  in  both 
civilian  and  military  training. 

Even  a  start  of  college  education  will  give  a 
student  a  better  chance  for  advancement  in  the 
service  than  without  it.  This  chance  will  come 
not  only  in  knowledge  but  in  capacity  to  learn, 
give  and  take  orders,  all  of  which  are  important 
in  military  life. 

Also  should  boys  quit  high  school  so  they  can 
have  “some  fun”  before  they  begin  this  train¬ 
ing?  Again  the  answer  is  no — for  the  added 
training  is  necessary  and  it  is  harder  to  get  the 
rest  of  the  training  in  the  service  or  after  the 
completion  of  their  service. 

As  a  whole  UMT  does  not  mean — stop  school¬ 
ing — it  should  mean — be  prepared!  Get  your 
training  while  you  have  the  chance — you’ll  never 
regret  it.

A  Central  team  has  not  beaten  An¬ 
derson  since  1948,  when  the  Tigers 
won  73-26  on  Central's  home  floor.

“You  Are  the  Stockholders,”  was 
the  topic  presented  by  Miss  Louise 
Brumbaugh,  director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Research  and  Measurement  of  the 
Public  Schools,  at  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Nov.  29. 

Addressing  about  180  leaders  of 
business  and  industries,  Miss  Brum¬ 
baugh  said  that  she  hoped  that  the 
“B”  of  BIE  Day  stands  for  “better 
and  better  teachers,”  the  "I”  for 
more  individualization  in  education,” 
and  the  “E”  for  more  two-way  edu¬ 
cation.  She  asked  these  businessmen 
not  just  to  judge  the  finished  product 
of  education  but  rather  “how  far  we 
have  come  with  the  raw  materials 
with  which  we  work.”  “Our  raw  ma¬ 
terials,”  she  went  on  to  say,  "are 
human  beings,  not  things.”  She  said 
that  in  teaching  children  it  must  be 
recognized  that  each  student  has  a 
different  IQ,  social  and  economic 
background,  moral  standards,  and 
other  individual  characteristics. 
TOOLS  ARE  HUMANS 

“Our  tools  are  also  mostly  human 
beings,”  Miss  Brumbaugh  said,  “and 
not  all  of  them  are  suited  to  their 
jobs.”  Teachers  today  are  “confronted 
with  super-human  tasks,”  such 
meetings,  reports,  drives,  and  besides 
being  expected  to  “know  everything.” 
This  condition  leads  to  an  “inevitable 
lag  of  what  we  know  is  good  and  what 
we  actually  do.  We  must  constantly 
adjust  our  standards  and  methods.” 

The  schools  are  still  processing  and 
new  devices  of  learning  are  constantly 
adopted.  Schools  train  a  child  in 
way  so  that  it  can  profit  from  its 
education  in  what  ever  field  of  work 
he  intends  to  adjust  himself.  Schools 
are  helping  children  to  work  and  co¬ 
operate  with  one  another,  and  while 
giving  each  child  a  general  back¬ 
ground,  they  can  also  develop  their 
particular  interests. 

VISIT  36  SCHOOLS 

This  special  program  for  business¬ 
men  and  industrialists  was  arranged 
by  teachers  of  both  public  and  pa¬ 
rochial  schools  as  a  return  visit  for 
the  businessmen,  who  invited  the 
teachers  to  visit  local  industries  last 
year.  The  group  met  at  8:30  a.m.  at 
the '  Chamber  of  Commerce  where 
they  heard  welcome  speeches  by  Merle 
J.  Abbett,  superintendent  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools,  and  the  principals  of  St. 
Paul’s  Lutheran  School  and  Central 
Catholic  High  School.  A  film  of  the 
activities  in  Washing  Grade  School 
was  shown  preceding  Miss  Brum¬ 
baugh’s  talk. 

From  9:30  on  the  businessmen  were 
guests  of  36  schools.  Fourteen  of  these 
men  visited  Central  and  were  guests 
in  the  cafeteria  during  fourth  period.

Teacher  Visits 
State  Capital 
For  Conference 

MR.  WILLIS  RICHARDSON,  head 
of  the  Social  Science  Department,  at¬ 
tended  the  annual  Indiana  State  His¬ 
tory  Conference,  at  Indianapolis  on 
December  8. 

The  conference  is  made  up  of  sev¬ 
eral  historical  groups,  and  Mr.  Rich¬ 
ardson  attended  the  division  for  the 
Indiana  History  Teachers.  He  has 
been  president  of  this  group  for  the 
past  year. 

This  portion  of  the  program  was 
comprised  chiefly  of  a  speech  by 
Mr.  Holman  Hamilton,  a  Fort  Wayne 
man,  on  the  subject,  “Four  Presidents 
of  Hoosier  Heritage.” 

The  various  divisions  of  the  con¬ 
ference  held  a  mass  meeting  and  were 
addressed  by  Dr.  R.  C.  Buley,  who 
chose  as  his  subject,  “History  and 
Historians  of  the  Northwest  Terri¬ 
tory.”  Doctor  Buley  is  the  author  of 
a  recent  book  on  this  subject.  The 
book  is  highly  acclaimed  and  won  the 
Pulitizer  Prize. 

The  conference  always  meets  on  the 
Saturday  nearest  the  date  of  Decem¬ 
ber  11,  because  that  is  the  anniversary 
of  the  admission  of  Indiana  into  the 
Union. 

Mr.  Richardson  is  the  only  Indiana 
history  instructor  at  Central.  Indiana 
history  is  an  elective  subject  avail¬ 
able  to  both  juniors  and  seniors  who 
are  granted  permission  from  Mr. 
Richardson. 

He  is  also  the  adviser  for  Student 
Council,  and  is  on  a  committee  which 
will  decide  what  delegates  will  do 
next  spring  at  Indianapolis.  This 
board  meets  at  Lafayette  with  teach¬ 
ers  from  other  schools  in  Indiana.

Parents,  Teenagers 
Need  Co-operation 

( Editor's  Note :  This  editorial  is  in  response 
to  one  that  appeared  in  the  Dec.  5  isrue  of  The 
News-Sentinel  on  teen-age  problems.) 

NOT  VERY  long  ago  the  pupils  of  Central 
sent  in  to  Mr.  Homer  King,  editorial  writer  of 
The  N eivs-Sentinel,  suggestions  for  editorial 
topics  of  interests  to  teen-agers  on  which  he 
could  write. 

In  an  editorial  for  teen-agers,  Mr.  King  ex¬ 
plained  that  teen-agers  and  parents  must  co¬ 
operate,  in  order  not  to  be  a  burden  on  each 
other.  He  is  absolutely  right,  but  the  question 
comes  up,  what  about  a  problem  child  or  parent  ?

Definitely,  Mr.  King’s  co-operation  is  needed 
to  have  better  understanding  between  parents 
and  their  children,  especially  in  this  upset  world 
of  today.

A  ladder  was  a  stand¬ 
ard  part  of  equipment  since  the  ball 
had  to  be  retrieved  from  the  basket. 
As  the  game  grew  in  popularity,  from 
40  to  50  players  often  times  repre¬ 
sented  each  side.  The  number  was 
soon  reduced  by  rule  to  nine  players 
on  each  side.  Rules,  however,  were 
simple  from  the  start  and  the  game 
gained  national  and  international 
fame  almost  overnight.

Improper  lighting  of  a  tree  is  thc 
most  hazardous,  for  these  days  a 
Christmas  tree  is  not  complete  with¬ 
out  the  shining  bulbs  to  bring  out 
its  highlights.  Along  with  the  tree 
decorations  is  the  cotton  underneath 
it.  Today,  there  is  a  fireproof  cotton 
on  the  market  for  such  purposes. 
There  are  also  mixtures  to  fireproof 
the  fabrics  used  under  the  tree  that 
are  inflammable.

Yule  fires  that  could  have  been  avoid¬ 
ed  by  less  carelessness.  In  1951,  let’s 
all  do  our  best  to  put  a  stop  to  these 
tragic  fires  and  make  this  a  Merry 
Christmas  for  Everyone.

Mrs.  Miller  wanted  to  point  out 
that  this  was  not  a  commercialized 
affair  and  they  never  paid  any  money 
for  expenses.  Everything  was  donated.

German  Likes 
Pupil-Teacher 
Relationship 

Miss  Gertrud  Kappes  to  See 
SPC  Play,  Basketball

Miss  Gertrud  Kappes,  a  teacher 
from  Hesson,  Germany,  has  been  a 
popular  visitor  at  Central  this  last 
week.  Miss  Kappes  has  been  visiting 
the  classrooms,  and  talking  to  the  pu¬ 
pils  in  class  in  informal  discussions. 

She  has  been  in  the  United  States 
for  eight  weeks  and  this  is  her  first 
experience  with  English  speaking  peo¬ 
ple,  but  she  knows  the  language  well 
for  she  teaches  it  in  high  school  in 
Hession.  She  also  teaches  history  and 
physical  education.  Miss  Kappes  has 
stopped  enroute  in  New  York,  Wash¬ 
ington,  and  spent  one  week  in  Mil¬ 
waukee  visiting  the  schools  there. 

Her  one  regret,  she  explained  to 
Miss  Meribah  Ingham,  was  that  she 
got  into  the  U.  S.  too  late  to  see  our 
great  American  sports.  However,  she 
was  told  by  Miss  Ingham  that  she  had 
not  missed  basketball.  Miss  Kappes 
will  not  be  without  the  excitement  of 
a  good  old  Hoosier  basketball  game 
for  long,  as  she  will  see  the  South- 
Central  game  Saturday  night  when 
the  rivalry  is  at  its  peak. 

Impressions  of  Central  were  also  ex¬ 
pressed  by  Miss  Kappes;  these  in¬ 
cluded  her  admiration  of  the  informal 
relationships  between  the  pupils  and 
the  teachers,  the  relationship  of  the 
teachers  to  each  other,  and  “a  nice 
feeling”  that  she  found  hard  to  ex 
plain. 

During  the  second  period  Wednes¬ 
day  morning  Miss  Kappes  talked  to 
the  7r  English  class  of  Miss  Marion 
Ingham  and  explained  clearly  to  the 
class  how  the  Hesson  schools  are  run 
as  to  subjects,  requirements,  and  age 
groups.

She  also  stated  that  the  Germans  in 
the  French  and  American  occupied 
zone  live  in  constant  fear  of  the 
Russians.

New  Building  Stands  on  Site 
Of  Old  Hamilton  Homestead

“IT  WAS  A  sad  day  when  the  old 
elms  felM’  Such  was  the  sentiment  of 
many  when  the  trees  surrounding  the 
Hamilton  Homestead  were  cut  down 
by  steel  axes  of  workmen. 

Present  day  Centralites  know  little 
of  the  historic  homestead  and  its 
pretty  garden  which  lay  on  the 
ground  where  the  New  Building  now 
stands. 

On  May  IS,  1938,  the  Firday  fol¬ 
lowing  the  beginning  of  the  wrecking, 
The  Spotlight  carried  a  picture  of  the 
old  home.  All  around  the  photo, 
stories  painted  a  picture  of  the  gaiety 
and  laughter  that  once  echoed  in  the 
rooms.  Two  poems,  “Central's  Elm 
Trees”  and  “An  Old  Memory,”  writ¬ 
ten  by  students,  were  also  on  the  page. 
This  building  was  dear  to  the  hearts 
of  those  Centralites.  Some  had  classes 
there,  others  met  there  for  club.  The 
words  under  the  picture  displayed  the 
true  feelings  of  the  pupils  then.  They 
read:  “It  will  always  be  remembered 
by  wearers  of  Blue  and  White  as  a 
symbol  of  past  events  and  past 
dreams." 

After  all  traces  of  the  past  were 
gone,  work  began  on  Central’s  new 
modern  addition.  For  weeks  classes 
recited  to  the  clank  of  the  steam 
shovel  while  the  basement  was  being 
dug.  Students  watched  eagerly  the 
progress  of  the  foundation  and  walls. 
In  the  1939  Caldron  pictures  showed 
masses  of  lumber,  bleak  wooden 
structures,  workmen  laying  cement, 
and  the  upward  progress  of  the  chim¬ 
ney.  The  chimney  presented  a  special 
attraction  to  the  pupils  and  many  a 
lunch  hour  was  spent  watching  the 
workmen.  The  identification  of  the 
chimney  picture  read:  “The  new  chim¬ 
ney  resembles  a  part  of  a  Manhattan 
skyline.” 

On  Sept.  29,  1938,  the  cornerstone 
at  Clinton  and  Douglas  was  laid.  The 
stone  facing  of  the  wall,  windows  and 
entrance  frames,  and  the  underground 
passage  were  nearly  finished  on  Oct. 
21,  1938. 


Ancient  Art  Now 
Taught  Modernly 

Miss  Blanche  Hutto  Instructs 
Clay,  Enamel  Work 

The  most  ancient  type  of  art  is  be¬ 
ing  taught  in  a  modern  way  in  Cen¬ 
tral’s  art  department.  This  is  the 
works  with  clay. 

The  art  of  clay  and  enamel  is  taught 
by  Miss  Blanche  Hutto  in  Art  II.  The 
class  is  making  such  things  as  flower 
planters,  small  trays  for  various  pur¬ 
poses,  bowls,  and  plates.  These  ar¬ 
ticles  can  be  taken  home  or  if  an 
article  is  made  with  fine  care  it  can 
be  sold. 

The  department  has  kilns  in  which 
the  clay  articles  are  fired.  It  also  has 
one  enamel  kiln.  The  clay  is  first 
worked  by  hand;  then  it  is  put  into 
shape  with  the  use  of  the  potter  wheel. 
There  are  three  potter  wheels  used 
by  the  pupils;  two  are  run  by  elec¬ 
tricity  and  one  is  run  by  hand.  After 
the  article  has  the  form  which  it  is 
to  represent,  it  is  placed  into  the  kiln 
where  it  is  fired.  After  the  first  fir¬ 
ing  it  is  glazed,  then  it  is  once  more 
placed  into  the  kiln.  After  the  article 
is  dried  any  kind  of  design  can  be 
painted  on  it. 

There  are  five  classes  using  the 
clay  room  every  day,  three  during  the 
day  and  two  at  night.  Many  of  the 
articles  made  by  the  art  class  are 
entered  into  contests  every  year.  They 
also  have  won  many  awards. 


On  Nov.  11,  1939.  headlines  prom¬ 
ised  hope  for  competition  of  the 
building  in  January.  By  this  time  one 
boiler  was  ready  for  pse,  the  windows 
were  in,  and  most  of  the  glazed  tile 
was  finished.  Although  the  building 
was  finally  completed  in  March,  it 
was  impossible  to  occupy  some  of  the 
classrooms  and  the  new  cafeteria  for 
lack  of  equipment. 

May  1,  1939  brought  the  climax  to 
the  long,  weary  months  of  digging, 
building,  cementing  and  cleaning. 
Even  the  Spotlight  celebrated  with  a 
22-page  issue,  believe  it  or  not!  This 
time  no  sad  memories  surrounded  the 
picture  on  the  front  wage.  Stories  told 
of  the  added  facilities.  New  rooms  for 
band,  orchestra,  choir,  new  lockers, 
and  best  of  all,  a  new  cafeteria. 

At  the  dedication,  displays  were  pre¬ 
pared  by  art,  machine,  drawing  and 
science  departments.  On  the  program 
were  featured  talks  by  several  prom¬ 
inent  citizens,  a  teacher  and  a  student. 
At  last,  Central’s  pride  and  joy  was 
done  and  dedicated. 

School  life  did  not  always  go  as 
pleasantly  as  usual  during  the  long 
days  of  building.  After  the  Hamilton 
Homestead  was  razed.  Mrs.  Helen 
Conley's  and  Mr.  Irwin  Arnold’s 
classes  were  homeless.  So  they  were 
put  temporarily  in  the  present  Spot¬ 
light  and  Caldron  offices.  As  a  result 
Spotlight  workers  were  moved  into 
the  alley  room.  The  Caldron  staff  oc¬ 
cupied  an  old  incinerator  room,  where 
they  froze  on  cold  days  and  swam  on 
rainy  days.  Just  the  same  all  publica- 
ations  came  out  as  “good  as  ever."

Herb  Shriner 
Central  Pupil 
Of  Late  30’s 

Comedian  Makes  People  Laugh 
With  His  Dry  Hoosier 
Humor

Herb  Shriner,  who  has  made  mil¬ 
lions  of  people  all  over  the  world 
laugh  with  his  dry  Hoosier  humor,, 
was  a  Central  student  of  the  late 
’30’s. 

Herb  was  born  in  Toledo  and  at  the 
age  of  four,  moved  to  Fort  Wayne 
with  his  paretns.  He  came  to  Central 
to  attend  high  school.  While  attending 
Central  he  joined  the  “Harmonica 
Band,"  which  was  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Irwin  Arnold.  In  this  band 
were  not  only  harmonicas,  but  also 
Jew's  harps,  piccolos,  washboards,  and 
other  instruments. 

From  this  “Harmonica  Band,"  Herb 
Shriner  and  four  other  fellows  organ¬ 
ized  their  own  band.  WOWO  was  the 
first  to  put  “Harmonica  Herb  and  His 
Band,”  on  the  air.  Although  he  only 
got  a  dollar  a  week  for  a  15-minute 
program,  he  was  making  $25  to  $30 
a  week  by  the  time  he  was  a  junior. 
Herb  and  his  little  band  made  their 
money  then  by  playing  on  the  radio, 
at  various  meetings  and  dances  in  and 
around  Fort  Wayne. 

After  that  the  boys  went  to  Detroit 
and  stayed  with  a  friend  of  Herb’s. 
This  friend  got  the  band  a  job  at  a 
small  movie  theater — $50  for  the  act, 
for  a  three-day  appearance.  After 
this  nothing  more  came  up  and  the 
little  band  broke  up.  Soon  after  the 
band  split  up,  Herb  invented  a  har¬ 
monica  built  into  a  frame  of  three 
neon  lights,  18  inches  long.  Fame 
came  to  Herb  Shriner  soon  after. 

This  last  summer  Herb  substituted 
for  Arthur  Godfrey  on  the  “Talent 
Scouts.”  His  producer’s  biggest  prob¬ 
lem  is  Herb’s  running  overtime  on  his 
program.  Herb  is  also  on  television. 
Even  though  he  is  a  professional  har¬ 
monica  player,  his  producers  won’t 
let  him  play  the  harmonica  because 
the  public  demands  the  comedy  that  he 
puts  out. 

Although  he  is  famous,  his  pro¬ 
ducer  attributes  his  success  to  his  dry 
humor,  as  that  of  a  country  boy, 
rather  than  a  big  time  radio 
comedian. 

Mr.  Shriner  was  recently  featured 
in  American  Magazine.

chanic;  Jacqueline  Rogers,  florist; 
Lawrence  Romanoski,  laboratory  tech¬ 
nician;  Richard  Tresh,  radio  repair; 
and  Charles  Winners,  baker.

Miss  Lenna  Arnold,  who  graduated 
with  the  class  of  ’39,  has  noticed 
changes.  “I  think  the  extra-curricular 
activities  have  changed.  Not  many 
students  belong  to  club  like  there  used 
to  be,  since  most  of  them  have  jobs 
after  school.  Also  I  think  there  is  a 
more  varied  variety  of  courses  in 
which  students  have  more  of  a 
change  than  when  I  went  to  school.”

Chadwick.  Students  now  are  neater 
in  dress  and  the  girls  have  better 
hair-do's.  He  also  remarked  that  stu¬ 
dent  now  have  better  means  of  pro¬ 
viding  for  clothes.

JABBER  THIS  week  will  deal 
solely  with  defense.  The  two  main 
kinds  of  defense  are  man-to-man  and 
zone. 

Man-to-man  defense  is  just  what  it, 
implies — a  defense  where  a  player 
picks  out  an  opposing  player  of  about 
the  same  height,  speed  and  trickiness 
and  sticks  with  him  throughout  the 
game.  The  main  advantage  in  this 
type  of  defense  or  any  other  for  that 
matter,  is  the  ability  of  the  defensive 
guard  to  STAY  BETWEEN  THE 
BASKET  AND  HIS  OPPONENT. 
The  advantages  of  the  man-to-man  de¬ 
fense  is  the  ease  a  man  can  find  his 
certain  man  and  stay  with  him,  and 
also  be  held  responsible  for  any  free¬ 
dom  he  might  gain.  But  it  is  certain¬ 
ly  the  most  strenuous  defense  and 
wears  out  many  players  early  in  the 
game. 

The  zone  defense  employs  just  the 
opposite  strategy,  since  each  man  is 
assigned  a  certain  zone  or  position 
on  the  floor  and  is  responsible  for  any 
scoring  from  that  zone.  There  is 
usually  the  two  shorter  men  on  the 
outer  rim  of  the  defense  fartherest 
from  the  basket,  the  two  tallest  and 
slower  in  the  corners  nearest  the  bas¬ 
ket,  and  a  roving  center,  the  fastest 
man  and  of  average  height,  plugging 
up  any  man  breaking  through  the 
center. 

The  roving  center  has  the  toughest 
job  of  all  since  his  big  job  is  to  follow 
the  ball  or  keep  on  the  side  of  the 
floor  the  ball  is.

It  takes  quite  a  lot  more  than  just| 
the  cast  to  perform  a  play.  For  with-  i 
out  the  crew  a  performance  would  I 
be  impossible.  After  interviewing  the1 
crew  of  the  Christmas  play,  “A  Child] 
Is  Born”  that  fact  is  more  fully 
realized. 

The  stage  crew  is  managed  by  Dave  I 
Vachon.  Theirs  is  the  task  of  moving ! 
mountains,  practically.  For  the  stage  | 


crew  is  expected  to  have  the  sets  for 
the  various  scenes  in  exactly  the 
right  place  at  the  right  time.  They 
must  keep  the  sets  in  repair  through¬ 
out  the  performances.  They  must 
paint  props,  hang  curtains  and  run 
erands.  Without  this  crew  there 
would  be  much  lacking  in  one  of  the 
major  parts  of  a  play’s  success. 

Next  climb  a  stepladder  to  where 
the  electrical  technician  works  the 
various  spotlights  used  in  the  play. 
For  the  Christmas  play,  Charles  Stone, 
who  is  head  electrician,  used  fifteen 
spotlights  altogether,  five  of  which 
he  practically  remade  himself.  Stan 
Wagner,  the  assistant  electrician,  in¬ 


stalled  colored  lens  in  the  many  spot¬ 
lights.  The  colors  in  them  help  in  set¬ 
ting  the  atmosphere  and  improving  the 
various  scenes. 

Another  very  important  man  is  Ed¬ 
ward  Boseker,  chief  -  in  -  charge  of 
sound  effects.  This  is  the  part  of  the 
production.  Without  the  music  and 
various  sounds  produced  by  this 
wizard  the  effects  produced  by  the 
other  factors  would  be  a  flat  effort. 
For  the  Christmas  production  records 
of  “Ave  Maria”  and  chimers  are  used 
by  him.  Johnny  Overholt  supplied  the 
sound  of  galloping  steeds  by  pounding 
cocoanuts  on  a  table.  This  task  re¬ 
quires  much  ingenuity  and  careful 
following  of  the  script  in  order  to 
pick  up  cues. 

Last  but  not  least  the  makeup  and 
wardrobe  department  which  work  to¬ 
gether  to  perfect  the  settings.  Sandra 
Cleveland  who  is  in  charge  of  make¬ 
up  says  that  many  things  have  to  be 
considered  in  organizing  the  proper 
effects.

How  else  can  a  person  show  his 
loyalty  to  the  team  than  by  stand¬ 
ing  by  them  through  thick  and 
thin,  through  victory  and  defeat? 
To  cheer  your  team  on  to  victory 
does  not  mean  you  hav  to  forget 
your  studies,  but  it  does  show 
your  sportsmanship  and  fight. 
The  people  who  sit  by  and  laugh 
at  others  who  are  cheering  only 
do  so  because  they  themselves  are 
afraid  to  yell.  Those  people  too, 
are  the  ones  who  sit  back  and  boo 
the  referees — as  if  that  is  going 
to  help. 


Perhaps  the  most  important  change 
is  when  a  substitute  is  sent  in  the 
game,  he  must  remain  for  at  least  one 
play  and  the  replaced  player  stay  on 
the  bench  during  that  time.  This 
change  is  important  because  coaches 
have  been  pulling  out  players,  giving 
them  a  quick  strategy  briefing,  and 
sending  them  back  in  the  game,  all 
within  the  allowed  25  seconds  between 
plays. 

Another  penalty  that  will  be  of 
consequence  is  the  penalty  dealt  out 
for  roaming  from  the  bench.  The  pres¬ 
ent  code  says  that  a  coach  cannot 
leave  an  area  six  yards  off  the  area 
and  between  the  30-yard  lines.  A  16- 
yard  penalty  was  given  for  an  of¬ 
fense  of  this,  but  the  yardage  was 
seldom  taken  away  since  the  penalty 
was  so  severe.  Now  a  five-yard 
penalty  is  legal,  and  expected  to  be 
handed  out  much  more  readily. 

Next  season  a  two-striped  ball  will 
be  the  only  ball  legal  and  the  colors , 
either  tan  with  white  strips  or  yel¬ 
low  or  white  with  stripes.

Another  change  establishes  a  fair 
catch  try  on  any  fair  catch  signal  by 
a  kick  receiver  or  his  teammates.

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Many  Costs 
Enter  Into 
Ball  Games 


DO  YOU  TAKE  for  granted  how 
much  a  game  costs  the  Athletic  De¬ 
partment?  Here  are  some  exact  fig¬ 
ures  how  much  a  game  does  cost. 

Mr.  Edward  Schlecht,  Central  High 
School  director  of  athletics,  recently 
stated  that  a  game  costs  the  Athletic 
Department  anywhere  from  $175  to 
$200,  depending  upon  the  opposing 
team  that  we  play. 

The  referees  are  paid  $15  plus  6 
cents  a  mile  for  travel,  to  and  from 
their  home.  That  is,  the  referees  who 
referee  the  varsity  games  get  the  $15. 
We  try  to  get  the  best  we  can  get,  and 
they  are  usually  from  out  of  town. 
For  the  reserve  team,  the  referees 
are  usually  young  men  just  starting 
who  need  the  experience  and  are 
from  Fort  Wayne.  They  get  $5 
apiece. 

The  Athletic  Department  also  pays 
$15  for  the  scoreboard,  the  public 
address,  and  the  official  timer,  Mr. 
Sinks,  who  always  operates  the  timer. 

Also,  four  men  are  needed  to  take 
tickets,  four  men  for  gate  guards,  two 
men  for  ticket  sellers,  one  man  to 
look  after  reserve  seat  section,  one 
man  to  take  care  of  the  signs  for 
Central  and  the  opposing  team,  and 
one  man  who  acts  as  a  host  to  the 
opposing  team  and  the  referees.  These 
men  get  $3  each. 

The  cost  of  a  team  is  anywhere 
from  $50  to  $150,  depending  on  how 
far  the  team  has  to  come  and  how 
good  they  are.  However,  the  city 
series  games'  net  proceeds  are  split 
between  the  two  teams.  The  out-of- 
town  t^ms  always  have  a  flat  guar¬ 
antee. 

Besides  these  men  we  have  three 
policemen  at  a  game  playing  an  out- 
of-town  team  and  four  at  a  city  series. 
They  get  $7.50  each. 

The  following  morning  of  the  game, 
four  janitors  clean  up  the  gym  at  $4 
each. 

So  our  games  cost  at  least  $150  to 
$200  each.

It  can  be  stopped 
by  using  the  “Safety  First” 
motto  that  is  so  often  used 
today. 

Tuberculosis  can  and  will 
be  stopped !

Must  Boost  Team,  Raise 
Spirit  to  Get  High 
Per  Cent 

The  Citizenship  Trophy  is  an  im¬ 
portant  topic  which  is  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  minds  of  most  Centralites. 
This  trophy  is  one  which  each  high 
school  is  battling  hard  for. 

To  get  the  trophy  the  school  must 
boost  our  team  and  school  spirit,  and 
get  out  the  cellar  of  per  cents,  as 
was  reviewed  in  a  talk  given  to  the 
student  bodyq  several  months  ago. 
This  same  idea  is  still  important,  as 
the  basketball  season  progresses 
rapidly. 

HIGH  PER  CENT 

The  trophy,  which  is  presented  to 
the  high  school  with  the  highest  per¬ 
centage  of  sportsmanship,  by  the  Fra¬ 
ternal  Order  of  Police  and  the  Zollner 
Pistons.  Although  Concordia  High 
School  won  the  trophy  last  year,  Cen¬ 
tral  is  out  to  get  it  this  year  by  follow¬ 
ing  the  qualifications  for  the  trophy. 

The  conduct  of  the  team  on  the 
floor,  abiding  by  rules,  accepting  the 
officials’  decision  as  final,  courtesy  to 
to  the  opponent,  team  play  and  school 
spirit  rates  15  points.  The  conduct  of 
the  supporters  in  the  stands,  loyalty 
to  the  team,  maintaing  a  high  degree 
of  citizenship,  accepting  decisions  of 
officers  without  question,  refraining 
from  disturbing  player  or  official  and 
respecting  the  rules  and  encouraging 
others  to  do  so,  counts  30  points. 

TRAFFIC  SAFETY 

The  third  point  is  traffic  safety, 
which  includes  observing  traffic  sig¬ 
nals  and  crossing  at  intersections,  not 
standing  in  the  streets,  and  walking 
on  the  sidewalks  at  all  time's,  and  con¬ 
ducting  yourselves  with  courtesy  while 
in  a  motor  vehicle,  scores  40  points. 

The  last  point,  for  the  trophy,  is 
the  spirit  of  schools  in  victory  or  de¬ 
feat.  by  being  a  good  loser  and  a 
gracious  winner  and  recognizing  and 
applaudiing  an  exhibtion  of  fine  play 
rates  15  points,  making  a  possible 
total  of  100  points.

High  School  Graduates  Receive 
Better  Wages 

Have  you  planned  your  future?  Or 
are  you  one  of  those  who  just  don’t 
care  what  lies  ahead  of  you? 

Every  year  many  students  quit 
school ;  to  earn  some  money  is  the 
most  common  reason  for  quitting.  Yet, 
many  pupils  who  left  school  after 
their  16th  birthday  find  that  they 
make  about  55  cents  a  hour,  whereas 
graduates  receive  one  dollar  a  hour. 

The  real  reason  for  quitting,  in 
most  cases,  begins  when  pupils  begin 
to  skip  school.  They  come  back  and 
get  bawled  out  by  teachers.  In  class 
room  discussion  they  cannot  partici¬ 
pate  since  they  missed  much  of  the 
lesson.  They  became  afraid  that  they 
might  be  called  upon  and  not  know 
the  answer;  to  avoid  this  they  quit 
school. 

Another  reason  for  quitting  is  that 
some  students  feel  that  they  are  not 
wanted,  which  leads  to  the  loss  of  in¬ 
terest  in  school  life.  All  these  can  be 
avoided  with  a  little  foresight  on  our 
part.

6.  Don’t  bat  the  ball  when  re¬ 
bounding  under  the  defensive 
basket.  Catch  all  of  your  rebounds 
and  pass  out  quickly  and  as  long 
as  possible. 

7.  Stay  under  the  basket  regardless 
of  how  hard  the  opponents  drive  in.

Home  Nursing,  Child  Care 
Class  Offered  to  Juniors, 
Seniors 

Family  relations,  a  subject  offered 
here  is  being  taught  by  Miss  Ger¬ 
trude  Keep  in  Room  180. 

This  subject  is  opened  to  junior  and 
senior  students,  boys  and  girls  are 
urged  to  sign  up  for  this. 

Personality  is  the  first  trait  that 
is  studied  and  then  dating  is  taken 
up.  Preparation  for  marriage  is  an¬ 
other  helpful  thing  that  is  studied. 
Divorces,  family  relations  after  mar¬ 
riage,  and  many  other  things  that  are 
of  importance  are  taken  up,  and  dis¬ 
cussed  thoroughly. 

TEXT  BOOKS 

The  two  text  books  that  Miss  Keep 
is  using  for  the  semester  are  “Living 
Together  in  the  Family,”  and  “Your 
Marriage  and  Family  Life.” 

To  make  a  more  exact,  and  complete 
study,  newspapers  and  magazine 
clippings  are  used.  Miss  Keep  said 
they  usually  have  a  family  doctor,  a 


minister,  amt  several  other  guest 
speakers  during  the  term.  Film  strips 
are  also  shown  to  the  class. 

Another  course  along  this  line  is 
home  nursing  and  child  care.  This  is 
also  taught  by  Miss  Keep  and  some¬ 
times  Miss  Helen  Keegan. 

FIRST  AID 

The  first  half  of  the  semester  con¬ 
sists  of  home  nursing,  in  which  you 
learn  the  most  essential  facts  of  first 
aid.  Among  your  duties  are  making 
a  bed  up  correctly  with  a  person  in 
it.  You  also  learn  to  take  pulse,  tem¬ 
perature,  and  respiration. 

The  last  half  is  devoted  to  study¬ 
ing  children  from  prenatal  care  to 
school  age.  Each  girl  studies  a  child 
that  they  can  be  around;  they  notice 
their  play  habits,  how  they  eat,  and 
how  they  get  along  with  other  chil¬ 
dren  and  people  in  general.

Every  Valentine's  Since  ’34 
Boosterettes  Entertain  Team 


THE  EAGERLY-AWAITED  Val¬ 
entine  pep  session,  colorfully  present¬ 
ed  each  year  by  the  Boosters,  has  be¬ 
come  an  important — and  decidely 
pleasant  event  in  the  lives  of  Cen- 
tralites,  especially  the  school’s  hex*oes 
in  blue  and  white — the  basketball 
boys. 

The  rallies  date  back  to  1934 — the 
first  year  a  Valentine  session  was 
staged  as  a  tribute  to  the  team. 

In  this  experimental  pep  session 
the  “Valentine  girls”  dressed  in  bright 
red  blouses,  contrasted  prettily  with 
white  skirts.

In  1939  the  12  girls  dressed  again 
in  red  and  white,  this  time  as  wait¬ 
resses.  Speedy  waitresses  they  must 
have  been,  for  transportation  this 
time  was  roller  skates. 

TURN  JOCKEYS 

Valentine  rally  time,  1941,  found 
the  16  Boosters  turned  jockeys  as 
they  bestowed  candy  upon  coaches  and 
boys.  And  in  February,  1942,  the  gals 
went  patriotic,  stepping  through  a 
huge  valentine  wearing  white  military 
jackets,  and  alternately  dressed  in  red 
and  white  skirts,  to  present  the  candy. 

ARE  PIRATES 

The  Booster  pep  session  in  1945  re¬ 
vealed  nine  clever  gals,  Captain  Kidd 
style,  smartly  attired  in  the  last  word 
in  pirate  customes,  who  found  among 
their  vast  store  of  treasures — 46 
boxes  of  candy. 

The  successful  pirate  theme  was  re¬ 
peated  last  year  as  the  blood-thirsty 
rally  girls  againg  “gorged”  their 
“captives”  on  luscious  chocolates.

Trays 

There  are  approximately  ten  work¬ 
ers  each  fourth  and  fifth  lunch 
periods.  They  are  there  to  help  you 
to  eat  good  food  on  clean  plates  and 
in  a  clean  surrounding. 

The  girls  who  work  in  the  cafeteria 
line  and  the  boys  who  pick  up  the 
trays  follow  a  strict  set  of  rules. 
They  have  to  work  5  days  a  week. 
The  girls  have  to  wear  hair  nets. 
Everyone  has  to  wear  white,  clean 
aprons  and  they  have  to  have  clean 
hands. 

PICK  UP  DISHES 

The  boys  who  pick  up  the  dishes 
on  the  side  tables  eat  before  they 
start  working.  The  girls  eat  after 
their  work  is  done  and  that  is  usually 
around  12  o’clock  on  the  fourth  period 
and  1  o’clock  in  the  fifth  period.  If 
you  work  at  the  lunch  periods  you 
may  have  a  lunch  of  40  to  46  cents 
free.

Cliques  Prove 
Harmful  to  All 

Miss  Marie  Lebamoff  Believes 
Working  Together  Can 
Make  Better  School 

“I  feel  that  cliques  tend  more  often 
than  not  to  do  more  harm  than  good. 
Frequently  these  cliques  tend  to  pro¬ 
mote  ill  feelings  and  dissatisfaction 
not  only  to  students  outside  the  cliques 
but  also  to  those  students  within  the 
cliques,”  recently  remarked  Miss  Ma¬ 
rie  Lebamoff. 

Miss  Lebamoff  said  she  believes  that 
if  everyone  worked  together  demo¬ 
cratically  instead  of  one  small  group 
trying  to  out  do  the  other  we  would 
have  a  better  school,  a  better  extra¬ 
curricular  program,  and  everyone 
would  be  happier. 

Teenagers  think  they  must  belong 
to  cliques  because  they  feel  it  is 
fashionable  and  elite.  They  are  under 
the  false  impression  that  they  will  be 
snubbed  or  will  be  looked  down  upon 
if  they  don’t  side  in  with  a  clique. 
This,  of  course,  is  the  wrong  attitude 
to  take,  were  the  reasons  Miss  Lebam¬ 
off  thought  students  joined  cliques/ 

Miss  Lebamoff  feels  that  there  are 
not  too  many  more  of  them,  but  per¬ 
haps  the  cliques  of  today  do  not  have 
as  worthy  an  objective  or  purpose  in 
many  respects.  This  is  perhaps  due  to 
carlessness  or  thoughtlessness. 

“A  true  friend  is  one  with  whom  we 
can  share  our  sorrows  as  well  as  our 
joys;  he  is  one  whom  we  can  count  on 
in  times  of  failure  as  well  as  in  times 
of  success.  A  friend  is  a  person  we  can 
trust,”  are  the  characteristics  that 
Miss  Lebamoff  believes  make  up  a  true 
friend.

High  School  Students  Quit 
While  GI’s  Crowd  Colleges 

WHY  IS  IT  necessary  to  pass  laws  to  keep 
children,  mostly  teenagers  in  school?  Why  is  it 
that  the  average  American  news  stories  must 
be  written  to  the  eighth  grade  level?  And  then 
the  question,  why  are  colleges  becoming  more 
and  more  crowded  today? 

For  question  number  one,  the  basic  reason  is 
due  to  our  American  way  of  life.  We  have  rights 
and  education  is  a  large  part  of  these  rights. 
But  many  pupils  would  rather  go  out  and  work 
or  get  married.  Why  should  they  learn  when  it 
won’t  help?  But  they  forget  that  better  jobs 
come  with  better  education.  These  laws,  too, 
compel  many  overbearing  parents  from  over¬ 
working  their  children  while  young.  Safety  and 
higher  standards  of  living  are  involved  in  the 
age  minimum  for  quitting  school. 

Between  the  number  of  pupils  quitting  school 
as  soon  as  possible  and  those  mentally  incapable 
of  advanced  learning,  institutions  have  placed 
the  reading  ability  of  the  average  American  to 
the  eighth  graed  level.  Because  a  news  story  is 
the  most  widely  read  publication  of  today,  the 
general  run  of  news  stories  are  written  in  every 
day  language,  that  of  an  average  eighth  grader. 

Since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  colleges  are 
becoming  more  crowded.  The  soldiers  returning 
from  overseas  have  been  at  the  root  of  this.  They 
have  realized  the  importance  of  more  education 
and  are  using  the  GI  Bill  in  order  to  accomplish 
this.  Scholarships  are  offered  in  high  school  as 
an  inducement,  for  students  who  cannot  finan¬ 
cially  make  their  own  way,  to  go  to  college.

After  another  one-point  defeat  by 
North  Side  in  the  freshman  prelim 
game  the  Central  Tigers  got  rolling 
against  Horace  Mann  of  Gary.

Sectional  Record 
Since  1941  Reveals 
State  Victory  in  ’43 

Tigers  Reach  for  Top  in  ’46, 
Lose  Final  to  Anderson, 
66-53

With  Sectional  time  only  a  short 
time  away,  here  is  a  ten-year  sum¬ 
mary  of  what  the  Central  teams  hava 
done  in  the  Sectionals,  Regionals, 
semi’s,  and  Finals. 

Back  in  1941,  still  recovering  from 
the  shock  of  Pearl  Harbor,  the  Tigers 
lost  the  final  game  of  the  Sectionals 
to  North  Side,  40-31.  The  Tigers  were 
also  beaten  twice  during  the  season 
by  North,  30-25  and  42-41.  Central’s 
highest  score  in  the  Sectional  came 
against  South,  the  Tigers  won,  54-44. 

In  1942  the  Tigers  turned  in  a 
brilliant  23-2  win-loss  record  and  be¬ 
came  the  Sectional  champs  by  defeat¬ 
ing  North,  Lafayette,  and  South.  Then 
a  bitter  defeat  came  as  they  dropped 
the  final  Regional  game  to  Wolf  Lake, 
39-24.  Then  came  1943  and  the  Murry- 
mcn  began  to  tear  up  the  hardwood. 
Central  won  the  Sectionals  with  two 
hard-fought  battles  between  North 
and  South  .Central  downed  North  37- 
34  and  then  slipped  by  South,  25-24. 
Central  breezed  through  the  Regionals 
and  the  Super  Regionals,  defeating 
easily  Auburn,  Warsaw,  Monroe,  and 
Marion.  Batesville  and  Lebanon  fell 
before  the  Tigers  too,  by  scores  of 
33-24  and  45-40.  Central  was  the 
State  Champs. 

In  '44  it  was  another  breeze  for  the 
Tigers  as  they  waltzed  up  to  the  final 
game  in  the  Super  Regionals  against 
Kokomo.  Kokomo  turned  in  a  brilliant 
ball  game  to  down  the  Tigers  35-28. 
Central  lost  the  '45  Sectionals  to 
South,  33-30  but  came  roaring  bade 
in  ’46  to  go  all  the  way  to  the  State 
finals  only  to  lose  to  Anderson,  66-53. 

In  ’47  Central  lost  out  to  South  in 
the  Sectionals.  In  '48  the  great  Mon-

MORE  TIPS  on  defensive  play  from 
Central’s  basketball  coach,  Herb  Ba¬ 
llet’s  booklet  of  notes. 

1.  Prevent  the  pivot  man  from  tak¬ 
ing  his  favorite  position  under  the 
basket.  Play  alongside  of  him  rather 
than  behind  him.  Keep  one  hand  in 
front  of  him  and  on  the  “ball”  side 
of  the  court.  In  other  words,  when 
the  guards  and  forwards  are  working 
the  ball  on  one  side  of  the  court,  you 
play  alongside  the  pivot  man  on  the 
same  side.

Interesting,’  Says  Teacher

■  “Comic  books  may  have  value  if 
j  l  ead  discriminatingly,”  stated  Miss 
Rosza  Tonkel,  during  an  interview 
about  reading,  and  good  reading 
habits.

Since  all 
sorts  of  pastimes  needs  to  have  some 
moral,  spiritual,  and  emotional  value 
as  well  as  physical,  cornices  are  not 
|  the  best  medium  for  leisure  time 
I  pursuit.  Reading  good  books  will  im¬ 
prove  your  character,”  said  Miss 
Tonkel.  She  also  explained  that  books 
assigned  by  a  teacher  may  he  very 
helpful.  “Having  a  set-up  insistence 
against  an  assigned  book  takes  the 
joy  from  reading  it,  however  there  is 
something  about  an  assignment  that 
has  the  element  of  compulsion  about 
it.”  About  the  question  of  how  pupils 
can  overcome  a  insistence  to  an  as¬ 
signed  book,  she  stated,  “You  won’t 
get  any  benefit  from  a  book  unless  you 
decide  what  is  to  be  gained  from  it. 
You  must  have  faith  in  the  assign- 
1  ment,  you  must  mind  and  set  up  a  goal 
for  the  reading  of  the  book.  You  be¬ 
gin  with\  faith  in  the  assignment  and 
end  with1,  the  satisfaction  of  achieve¬ 
ment.”

One  of  this  disease’s  worst  points  is  that,  outside 
of  fatigue  in  its  later  stages,  there  is  no  pain  or 
hurting  in  the  body.  The  only  danger  sign  is 
severe  coughing  at  frequent  intervals  that  can¬ 
not  be  stopped  easily. 

SPECIAL  X-RAYS 

Chest  X-rays  are  offered  by  a  special  center 
in  each  community.  Employers  and  schools  have 
the  use  of  the  chest  X-ray  mobile  unit  in  Fort 
Wayne  every  year.  But  to  keep  a  really  good 
check  on  yourself  you  should  have  an  X-ray 
taken  every  six  months. 

The  X-rays  taken  by  the  employers  or  schools 
cost  you  nothing  but  otherwise  they  are  50  cents 
to  $1.00  apiece.  Even  this  is  a  cheap  price  to  pay 
for  the  guarding  of  your  health. 

Don’t  forget  the  lack  of  danger  signs  for  TB. 
Get  your  X-ray  soon.

In  so  doing  this, 
the  students  in  this  course  get  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  fundamentals  of  math 
which  of  course  is  so  important  to 
have  a  knowledge  of  in  any  type  of 
job.” 

Central  is  the  only  school  which  has 
this  particular  machine.

MORE  TIPS  on  defensive  play  from 
Central's  basketball  coach,  Herb  Ba- 
net’s  booklet  of  notes. 

1.  Prevent  the  pivot  man  from  tak¬ 
ing  his  favorite  position  under  the 
basket.  Play  alongside  of  him  rather 
than  behind  him.  Keeep  one  hand  in 
front  of  him  and  on  the  “ball”  side 
of  the  court.  In  other  w'ords,  when 
the  guards  and  forwai'ds  are  working 
the  ball  on  one  side  of  the  court,  you 
play  alongside  the  pivot  man  on  the 
same  side.  If  he  gets  the  ball,  drop  be¬ 
hind  him  right  aw'ay,  and  if  he  shoots 
with  one  hand  only,  play  him  heaVy 
on  that  same  side.  Don’t  be  fooled  by 
fakes,  and  always  try  to  deflect  his 
shots  and  keep  an  inside  position  at 
the  same  time. 

2.  Guards  should  be  back  all  the 
time  to  stop  a  fast  break.  If  one  guard 
cuts  for  the  basket  the  forward  on  his 
side  of  the  floor  must  come  back  and 
take  the  spot  vacated  by  the  guard. 
In  other  words,  always  keep  your  team 
balanced. 

3.  The  man  who  guards  the  pivot 
man  will  be  responsible  for  fololwing 
in  under  the  defensive  basket.  Under 
the  offensive  basket  the  pivot  man  will 
be  responsible  for  following  in  and 
will  be  the  man  to  play  the  rebounder 
to  delay  the  first  pass. 

That's  all  for  defense.  Next  week 
we’ll  start  the  first  of  the  offensive 
tips.

Foi’t  Wayne  Historical  Museum.

Mr.  Richardson  said  the  idea  in  tak¬ 
ing  this  subject  is  to  learn  about  the 
surroundings  of  youv  home  state.  You 
learn  about  what  things  the  pioneers 
competed  with,  and  also  the  Indian 
troubles.  If  you  lived  in  Ohio  you 
would  take  Ohio  history  or  whatever 
state  you  lived  in. 

This  history  takes  up  a  more  de¬ 
tailed  history  of  Indiana  than  does 
United  States  history. 

Students  are  urged  to  sign  up  for 
this  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
semester  next  year.

Teachers ’  Courses  Change 
During  30-  Year  Period 


MANY  CHANGES  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  30  years  in  the 
courses  offered  at  Central. 

In  1921  language  was  the  widest 
course  offered.  There  were  six  Latin, 
two  Spanish,  four  French,  and  12 
English  teachers.  Some  upperclassmen 
may  recall  some  of  these  teachers  such 
as  Miss  Hazel  Hawkins,  Miss  Mar¬ 
jorie  Suter,  and  Miss  Eva  McKinnie. 

OTHER  SUBJECTS 

Other  subjects  offered  during  this 
period  were  commercial  courses  which 
were  headed  by  Mr.  Milton  H.  North¬ 
rop,  present  principal  of  North  Side. 
There  were  two  home  economics  teach¬ 
ers,  six  manual  training  teachers,  nine 
math  teachers  of  which  Mr.  Fred 
Croninger  was  head,  and  six  science 
teachers.  Such  science  courses  as  bot¬ 
any,  chemistry,  physical  geography, 
physics,  and  general  science  were  of¬ 
fered  but  not  biology,  which  is  an  im¬ 
portant  course  today. 

Several  years  later,  when  Fort 
Wayne  High  School  changed  to  Cen¬ 
tral  High  School,  several  changes  took 
place  in  the  manual  training  courses 
and  another  language  teacher  was 
added  who  taught  German. 

BIG  CHANGE 

In  comparison  with  today — courses 
one  finds  that  the  greatest  change 
came  in  the  language  department. 
Where  in  1925  nine  teachers  taught 
foreign  languages  today  only  two  are 
teaching.  The  English  Dept,  still  has 


many  teachers,  but  this  may  be  due 
to  the  fact  that  each  student  is  re¬ 
quired  to  take  three  years  of  English. 

Today  one  finds  a  great  variety  of 
courses  which  are  offered  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  with  different  interests.  The 
business  department  of  Central  is  one 
of  the  best.  It  offers  courses  in  almost 
every  field  of  business.  The  social 
science  department  has  also  greatly 
developed. 

Industrial  Arts,  Vocational,  and 
many  other  courses  are  offered  to  de¬ 
velop  the  boys  of  today  for  the  ad¬ 
vanced  world,  not  only  that  they  may 
understand  today’s  industrial  world 
but  also  tomorrow’s  atomic  age.

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School  One  Phase 
Of  Education 

"THE  WORLD  EDUCATION  has  come  to 
be  too  closely  identified  in  many  minds  with 
formal  schooling,”  according  to  an  editorial 
which  appeared  in  the  Journal-Gazette 
Wednesday. 

Education,  then,  is  not  merely  a  matter  of 
encyclopedias,  maps,  and  textbooks.  Edu¬ 
cation  includes  the  knowledge  and  under¬ 
standing  of  "fair  play,  the  spirit  of  com¬ 
petition,  and  teamwork.” 

LIFE  EDUCATES 

Living  is  in  itself  education.  We  learn  as 
we  live,  by  experience — the  best  teacher.  Not 
only  within  the  boundaries  of  school  are  we 
educated — "family  life  is  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  of  educators,  and  the  better  the  family 
the  better  the  education.  Lots  of  children 
have  the  trend  of  their  minds  pretty  well 
fixed  before  they  enter  kindergarten. 

"The  influence  of  the  Sunday  School  and 
church  and  such  character-building  institu¬ 
tions  as  the  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  aid 
profoundly  to  build  the  moral  foundation 
without  which  any  life  is  shaking  and  per¬ 
haps  doomed  to  failure. 

MORE  FACTORS 

Other  factors  which  contribute  to  educa¬ 
tion  in  this  broader  sense  are  the  newspaper, 
magazine,  book,  radio,  and  the  arts. 

So,  education  really  never  ends  with 
school.  "Life  with  its  variety  of  experiences 
is  the  real  educator.  School  is  just  one 
phase,  although  to  most  people  a  very  im¬ 
portant  one.  There  is  a  tendency  at  times  to 
blame  the  schools  too  much  and  to  expect  too 
much  of  them. 

“If  the  schools  give  those  who  pass 
through  them  the  desire  to  continue  their 
education  throughout  life  they  have  render¬ 
ed  a  valuable  service.”

Once  again  the  Auburn  Red  Devils 
have  gone  home  with  the  Regional 
championship  on  the  end  of  their 
pitchfork.  The  Devils  beat  a  hard 
fighting  Central  Tiger  ball  club  in  the 
key-game  of  the  day  49-46.  Both'  teams 
showed  signs  of  the  enormous  tension 
that  was  placed  on  their  shoulders. 
There  were  many  bad  passes  and 
loose  balls  coming  from  both  sides. 
The  Tigers  held  a  four-point  lead  at 
halftime,  31-27,  after  being  tied  at 
14-14  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter. 
Both  teams  went  determinedly  into 
the  third  quarter  but  still  the  tension 
remained,  Led  by  John  Overholt,  who 
finished  out  his  great  high  school  ca¬ 
reer  by  playing  his  best  all-around 
game  and  canning  15  points,  the 
Tigers  built  up  a  40-32  third  quarter 
lead.

First  of  all, 
the  runner,  is  not  only  running  against 
his  opponents  but  also  against  a  time 
clock  which  no  one  has  ever  beaten. 
No  matter  how  fast  a  human  can  run 
there  are  always  a  few  seconds  left  to 
knock  off. 

Timings  when  they  appear  in  the 
paper  look  something  like  this: 

“John  Doe,  100  yd.  dash,  10:07.’’ 

This  means  that  John  Doe  ran  one 
hundred  yards  in  ten  and  seven-tenths 
seconds.

In  order  to  obtain  a  scholarship, 
character  and  citizenship  on  the  part 
of  the  student  is  very  important.  To 
meet  the  qualifications,  one  must  have 
a  desire  to  further  his  education,  a 
good  high  school  record,  and  scholastic 
ability.  At  this  point,  personal  inter¬ 
views  are  helpful  in  obtaining  these 
facts. 

DEVELOP  MINDS 

“Fine  minds  are  one  of  the  country’s 
biggest  assets,”  recently  stated  Mr. 
Ralph  O.  Virts,  dean  of  boys,  and  vo¬ 
cational  co-ordinator  adviser.  He  went 
on  to  say,  “That’s  why  we  want  to 
develop  the  minds  that  show  the  great¬ 
est  possibilities  of  service.”  One  way 
of  developing  these  minds  is  through 
the  awarding  of  scholarships.

A  scholarship  is  simply  a  certificate 
of  learning,  the  written  evidence  of 
hard  work  of  previous  years,  a  proof 
that  time  was  spent  wisely.

Upperclassmen 
Hear  Advice 
On  Vocations 

Seven  Speakers  Come  for 
Talks  to  Juniors, 
Seniors 

Seven  vocational  talks,  given  by 
leaders  in. their  respective  fields,  were 
presented  to  the  juniors  and  seniors 
Wednesday,  March  12. 

Mr.  Clarence  Biedenwig,  director  of 
health  and  safety  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
Public  Schools,  spoke  on  the  subject, 
“Physical  Education  and  Recreation.” 
He  stressed  the  importance  and  need 
of  more  physical  education  and  rec¬ 
reation  teachers.  “Many  opportunities 
are  available  to  people  who  have  re¬ 
ceived  a  physical  education  or  health 
and  safety  degree.  The  pay  is  very 
high  because  the  heads  of  various 
businesses  and  schools  are  realizing 
thtat  more  can  be  acomplished  by  hav¬ 
ing  physically  fit  people  with  a  good 
attitude  on  the  job,”  the  director  men¬ 
tioned.  Some  of  the  fields  of  physical 
education  are  teaching,  physical  ther- 
aphy,  YMCA  and  YWCA’s  activi¬ 
ties,  industrial  plan  work,  coaching, 
and  city  recreation. 

“The  Work  of  the  Telephone  Op¬ 
erator,”  was  the  topic  chosen  by  Mrs. 
Clara  Bates,  Employment  Supervisor 
of  the  Indiana  Bell  Telephone  Com¬ 
pany.  “The  job  of  a  telephone  opera¬ 
tor  is  very  vital  to  defense.  The  work 
of  an  operator  is  really  a  public  re¬ 
lations  job,  and  anyone  working  as  a 
telephone  operator  is  sworn  to  se- 
recy  of  any  conversation  which  they 
might  happen  to  overhear,”  stated 
Mrs.  Bates.  She  told  that  pupils  are 
checked  on  attendance,  personality 
traits  and  practically  all  other  school 
records.  “The  aim  of  an  operator  is 
to  give  the  very  best  of  service  at  all 
times,”  the  supervisor  commented. 

Mr.  Sheldon  Wagner,  Business  Lec¬ 
turer  from  the  Foxt  Wayne  Center  of 
Indiana  University,  gave  a  talk  on 
“Small  Businesses.”  He  stressed  that 
a  person  starting  a  small  business 
must  know  the  work  or  he  will  fail, 
and  now  since  there  is  so  much  com¬ 
petition  more  education  is  needed.  Mr. 
Wagner  told  that  the  service  type  of 
small  businesses  is  becoming  the  most 
profitable.  “To  be  successful  a  person 
must  be  able  to  give  most  of  his  time, 
and  have  some  kind  of  a  background,” 
commented  the  lecturer. 

Miss  Betty  Reidy  was  the  speaker 
on  "Nursing  as  offered  by  the  St.  Jo¬ 
seph  Hospital.”  She  said  that  in  this 
field  character  is  important,  not  only 
physical,  and  mental  but  social  and 
spiritual.  “The  objectives  are  to  de¬ 
velop  character  and  personality  in 
preparation  for  bedside  care,  and  to 
develop  skill  by  obsei-vation,”  com¬ 
mented  Miss  Reidy.  To  enter  nursing 
one  must  have  an  interest  in  people, 
good  health,  good  scholarship,  strength 
of  character,  sense  of  humor  and  re¬ 
sourcefulness.  The  nurse  told  of  the 
scholastic  requirements,  the  cost  of 
training,  and  the  scholarships  that  are 
available.

Amateur  radio  is  his  pet  hobby.  He 
has  had  his  set  since  before  the  war, 
and  has  just  recently  built  a  new 
transmitter  of  which  he  is  very  proud. 
Being  a  radio  engineer  by  profession 
and  his  “ham”  set  offers  a  sort  of  a 
“busman’s  holiday”  to  him.  “Hap” 
encourages  everyone  who  is  interested 
in  radio  to  try  it.  Being  a  licensed  op¬ 
erator  is  really  a  privilege.  The  re¬ 
quirements  for  obtaining  a  license  are 
not  too  difficult  and  there  is  no 
charge.  All  the  amateur  radio  opera¬ 
tors  are  governed  by  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission,  and  the 
licenses  are  issued  by  the  government.

“Hap"  recently 
said  and  went  on  to  reply,  “The  tests 
are  supervised  by  an  instructor  who 
checks  your  abilities  at  sending  and 
receiving  code.  The  instructor  also 
gives  written  tests  and  tests  in  draw¬ 
ing  diamgrams.  Then  the  great  day 
comes  and  you  receive  an  envelope 
with  your  license  and  call  number  in 
it.  From  then  on  you’re  proud  when 
anyone  say,  ‘he’s  a  ham’.”

John  has  just  signed  a  contract  to 
play  for  the  professional  Calgary 
Stampeedera  of  Canada.  The  league  is 
divided  into  two  parts,  the  Eastern 
and  Western,  each  composed  of  seven 
teams.  Play-offs  are  held  at  the  end 
of  the  season,  competing  the  two  top 
teams  of  each  league  against  each 
other.  Tb«*  teams  paly  on  a  “best 
three-out-  .-four’’  basis. 

CANADIAN  “BALL” 

The  Canadian  football  game  is  much 
rougher  than  ours.  It  is  a  combination 
of  Rugby  and  football.  The  teams  are 
composed  of  twelve  men  instead  of 


the  American  eleven.  A  touchdown 
nets  only  five  points,  but  a  field  goal 
counts  four.  The  crossbars  are  six 
feet  wider,  and  if  an  attempted  field 
goal  does  not  make  it  over  teh  up¬ 
rights  but  still  can  get  between  the 
two  posts,  it  still  counts  two  points. 
This  is  called  a  “rouge.”  There  is  no 
point  after  touchdown. 

GROWS 

Johns  weighs  228  pounds  now  and 
has  grown  lVi  inches  since  he  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Central.  His  total  four- 
year  scoring  at  Drake  includes  64 
touchdowns.  That’s  better  than  14  a 
year.  John  has  played  fullback  and 
halfback  for  Drake  and  will  probably 
hold  down  one  of  these  positions  with 
the  Stampeeders,  unless  they  use  a 
spread  line.  In  that  case  he  probably 
will  be  the  tailbpek.  He  is  now  teach¬ 
ing  at  Tech  High  Schol  in  Des  Moines, 
Iowa. 
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ACCORDING  TO  THE  most  of  the 
veteran  track  boys,  track  is  the  best 
conditioner  of  all  spoils.  Most  of  the 
boys  are  out  because  they  like  the 
sport. 

Jim  “Doak”  Walker,  senior,  veteran 
dash  man,  is  out  for  track  because  he 
did  not  make  the  football  team  and 
feels  that  track  is  his  last  chance  to 
make  a  showing  at  Central.  “Doak” 
feels  that  track  keeps  your  body  in 
good  physical  condition  and  feels  that 
all  boys  should  take  a  crack  at  it. 

Bob  “Yogi”  Renner,  junior  and  try¬ 
ing  out  for  the  half-mile,  is  out  for 
track  because  he  likes  to  run.  Bob  is 
in  desperate  need  to  develop  his  legs 
and  has  just  narrowly  escaped  danger 
several  times  because  of  his  lack  of  a 
quick  start.  As  Bob  collapsed  after 
one  swift  lap  he  agreed  that  track 
keeps  your  body  in  good  physical 
condition.

Carl  has 
worked  hard  for  four  years  and  placed 
in  the  state  pole  vaulting  finals  last 
year,  and  now  it  looks  like  his  goal 
is  in  sight.  Carl  vaulted  11  feet  last 
year.  The  champ  leaped  only  11 ’6”. 

Eugene  “Bro”  Norriss,  is  out  to 
keep  in  shape  for  basketball.  Norriss 
is  a  440  and  mile  relay  man.  Last 
year  he  ran  both  plus  the  halfmile. 
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WITH  SPRING  IN  the  air  and 
track  practice  started  indoors  long 
ago,  Central  fans  had  better  settle 
themselves  down  to  the  grand  old 
sport  of  track. 

I  know  how  all  of  you  fellas  hat 
that  word  when  the  weather  warms  up 
enough  to  go  outside  and  run  around 
the  Coke  Field,  but  many  famous  ath¬ 
letes  have  vowed  time  and  again,  that 
the  best  conditioner  possible  is  run, 
run,  run.  Every  strenuous  sport  per¬ 
formed  has  some  feature  in  it  that 
exercises  the  muscles  which  are  de¬ 
veloped  by  running,  whether  it  be 
lung,  leg  or  stomach  muscles. 

Many  different  races  may  be  run 
for  competition,  anywhere  from  60 
yards  to  15  miles,  but  of  course,  the 
longest  in  this  city,  excluding  cross¬ 
country,  is  the  mile  and  the  shortest 
is  100  yards.  The  races  are  divided 
into  three  classes:  the  sprins  consist¬ 
ing  of  races  up  to  and  including  the 
440  yards  and  300  meters.  These  are 
perhaps  the  most  exciting,  especially 
the  100-yard  dash,  because  it  is  all 
over  so  quickly  and  the  outcome  is  so 
close.  The  middle-distance  events  are 
races  run  over  courses  from  880  yards 
up  to  and  including  two  miles.  Also 
in  the  meter  system  800  to  3,000 
meters.  The  greatest  goal  for  this 
class  of  runners  is  the  four-minute 
run.  No  human  in  existence  has  yet 
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obtained  that  goal,  but  a  Swede,  Gun- 
dar  Hagg,  at  Stockholm,  Sweden,  in 
1945  came  nearest  with  a  world’s 
record  of  4  minutes,  1  4-10  seconds. 

The  third  and  last  course  is  the 
distance  with  three  to  15  miles  and 
5,000  to  19,210  meter  tracks.

Pupils  Receive 
Blue  ID  Cards 
For  Bus  Rates 

Company  Doles  Out  1,131  Tags 
To  Central  For  Cheaper 
Rates 

One  thousand  one  hundred  thirty- 
one  Central  High  School  pupils  have 
asked  for  the  student  identification 
carda  for  the  special  rate  bus  fares. 

On  a  perfect  attendance  it  would 
net  the  Transit  Company  $226.20  per 
'lay.  From  the  student  body  of  Cen¬ 
tral  alone  it  averages  $1,131  for  one 
week. 

The  purpose  of  the  identification 
cards  is  to  designate  the  students 
from  adults.  They  are  to  be  shown 
upon  entrance.  The  blue  passes  are 
recognized  between  the  hours  of  7 
a.m.  and  5  p.m.  on  school  days  only. 

MUST  SHOW  CARDS 

"The  identification  cards  must  be 
shown,  face  up,  to  the  operator  upon 
payment  of  fare.  Operators  are  au¬ 
thorized  to  pick  up  cards  if  improperly 
used  or  if  student  conduct  is  disorder¬ 
ly  while  on  the  bus,”  the  card  states. 

If  the  student  identification  card 
is  lost  it  may  take  a  week  or  more 
for  investigafition  and  replacement.

TROUBLESOME,  CHEAPER 

"They  are  a  lot  of  trouble  to  show 
every  time  when  getting  on  the  bus.

"The  passes  are  good  because  grade 
school  ’kids’  have  to  pay  a  dollar  for 
weekly  passes  and  if  we  want  to  walk 
a  time  or  so  we  have  cheaper  rates."

THE  220- YARD  DASH  is  always 
an  exciting  event,  perhaps  even  more 
exciting  than  the  100-yai-d  dash  which 
is  supposed  to  be  tops  in  the  running 
events,  because  it  is  over  twice  as 
long  as  the  100-yard  sprint  and 
throughout  from  start  to  finish,  is 
maintained  at  the  same  speed,  which 
is  always  as  fast  as  possible. 

North  Side’s  track,  although 
changed  somewhat,  is  still  the  same 
size  as  the  old  one  which  had  a  quar¬ 
ter  mile  lap.  This  may  have  an  import¬ 
ant  bearing  on  the  records  that  Fort 
Wayne  tracksters  could  set  because 
that  short  of  a  track  means  that  the 
220  runners  will  have  to  run  a  curve, 
and  that  slows  them  down.  The  same 
problem  is  at  South’s  stadium, 

Sam  Sims,  Central’s  ace  three  letter 
man  in  football,  basketball,  and  track 
of  a  little  while  back,  claims  the  220 
as  his  favorite  run.  Sam  says  that, 
the  100-yard  dash  is  too  short  and  the 
440-yard  run  too  long.  The  100  yards 
to  him,  does  not  enable  a  runner  to 
let  himself  go  at  peak  performance  at 
the  finish.  When  the  race  is  over  he 
is  unsatisfied  and  still  wants  to  run. 
In  the  440  it  is  just  the  opposite.  A 
whole  lap  around  the  track  is  too 
much  and  too  hard  to  pace  right. 
Hence,  the  220  strikes  a  happy  medi¬ 
um  for  Sam.  When  he  is  running  this 
race  he  feels  that  he  has  ran  his  peak 
at.  the  right  moment,  not  too  soon, 
not  too  late,  and  neither  too  long 
nor  too  short. 

Running  the  220  is  a  tough  job 
and  it  takes  a  lot  of  hard  work  and 
concentration  to  get  in  shape,  as  it 
does  for  almost  any  track  event.  The 
world’s  record  for  the  220  is  held  by 
Melvin  Patton,  formerly  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Southern  California  with 

time  of  20.8  seconds.  Of  course,  we’ll 
settle  for  something  a  little  slower 
around  Central  but  whatever  it  is, 
whoever  runs  the  220  this  year  will 
work  plenty  hard!

Support  From  Some  Place 
Other  Than  Fans 
Is  Needed 

“When  you  start  high  school  base-  I 
ball  you  must  depend  on  support  from 
some  place  else  than  the  fans.”  This 
was  a  recent  statement  of  the  athletic 
director  at  Central,  Mr.  Edward 
Schlecht,  when  asked  about  the  pros¬ 
pects  for  a  baseball  team  here  at 
Central.  Mr.  Schlecht  believes  that  the 
backing  from  Foi’t  Wayne  for  a  base¬ 
ball  team  has  been  very  poor. 

“The  backing  from  the  fans  is  ques¬ 
tionable,”  stated  Mr.  Schlecht.  Some 
of  the  examples  for  proof  of  this  lies 
in  the  fact  that  all  the  Fort  Wayne 
teams,  Senior  Fed,  Junior  Fed,  and 
semi-pro,  although  being  winning 
teams,  have  not  been  backed  by  the 
people  of  Fort  Wayne. 

“The  first  thing  we  should  do  hel-e 
is  to  get  a  place  for  the  football  and 
track  teams  to  practice,”  Mr.  Schlecht 
continued.  “A  new  law  has  been  passed 
prohibiting  the  use  of  trucks  for  trans¬ 
porting  players.  The  law  states  that 
‘Vehicle  swithout  seats  are  prohibited 
for  transportation.’  This  eliminates 
the  use  of  the  truck  to  carry  the  boys 
out  to  Swinney  Park  and  it  almost 
quadtriples  the  transportation  ex¬ 
penses.”  At  present,  basketball  up¬ 
holds  the  expenses  of  both  football 
and  track.  Before  another  sport  could 
be  managed,  football  and  possibly 
track  would  have  to  become  self- 
supporting  or  at  least  partially  so. 
After  the  completion  of  Northrop 
field  the  facilities  should  be  improved 
enough  to  offer  the  fans  the  comfort 
of  heserved  seats.  The  public  must  also 
be  considered  and  they  do  not  like  to 
go  to  a  game  and  then  be  crowded  out 
of  their  seats.  Sounds  a  little  crude 
but,  nevertheless,  it’s  true. 

Financial  problems  are  the  greatest 
setbacks,  but  Mr.  Schlecht  hopes  that 
a  team  can  be  obtained  in  the  near 
future. 

“I  would  very  much  like  to  see 
baseball,  wrestling,  tennis  and  golf 
teams  come  to  Central,"  he  said.  “It 
would  give  more  boys  a  chance  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  sports.”

Jabber  deals  with  the  440-yard  dash 
this  week,  perhaps  the  best  conditioner 
on  the  track  program.  The  440  is  one 
complete  lap  around  a  quarter-mile 
track  like  North  Side’s  or  South  Side’s, 
and  is  a  good  test  for  all  runners, 
especially  the  prospective  milers. 
Coaches  firmly  believe  that  the  best 
conditioner  and  timer  in  preparation 
for  the  mile  run,  excluding  the  grad¬ 
ual  warm-up  always  taken  before 
settling  down  to  serious  work  in  any 
type  of  event,  is  the  quarter-mile.  For 
a  miler  to  run  a  quarter-mile  as  fast 
as  possible  is  usually  the  finest  he  can 
do  to  prepare  him  for  the  mile. 

There  have  been  many  great  quar- 
ter-milers  come  up  through  the  ranks 
in  Fort  Wayne;  namely,  Sam  Harper 
of  North  Side  and  Max  Ramsey  of 
Central  to  mention  only  a  fraction  of 
the  best.

The  ironman 
stunt  which  took  place  last  Wednes¬ 
day  and  Thursday,  only  added  to  the 
Bengals  strii^  gof  victories  for  this 
season.  Wednesday  afternoon  in  then- 
second  city  series  meet,  Central 
pounced  upon  the  Irish  from  Central 
Catholic  to  the  tune  of  92  to  16  Vs 
and  then  came  back  Thursday  to  beat 
Decatur’s  Yellow  Jackets  by  a  similar 
margin  of  93  to  16.

The  high  hurdles  are  120  yards, 
and  the  lows  now  180  yards.  The  high 
hurdles  are  10  in  number  and  are  set 
10  yards  apart;  the  first  is  fifteen 
yards  from  the  start,  and  the  last  an 
equal  distance  from  the  finish.  Their 
heighth  is  three  feet,  six  inches.  The 
lowhurdles  have  only  eight  hurdles 
but  are  placed  twice  as  far  from  each 
other;  they  are  only  two  feet  six 
inches  high. 

In  the  Olympian  Games  the  distance 
for  hurdle  races  is  440  yards,  120 
yards,  and  220  yards.

They  each  are  embroidering  pillows  in

!  rooms. 

*  Miss  Acker  states  that  she  first  got 
the  idea  of  having  the  class  embroider 
pillows  when  she  saw  the  colored  bur¬ 
lap  in  Chicago.

FROM  OUT  OF  THE  tropics  into 
the  biology  room  comes  the  Iguana,  a 
lizard.  He  gained  passage  to  America 
by  circulating  among  the  bananas  of 
the  tropical  regions. 

The  lizard  doesn’t  eat  much,  usually 
one  meal  a  day  is  enough.  His  diet 
consists  of  bananas  and  worms.  The 
Iguana  has  a  scaly  body,  breathes  by 
means  of  lungs,  has  a  dry  skin,  and 
feet  equipped  with  long  claws.  He  has 
a  large  dewlap  hanging  under  his 
throat,  and  a  long  tail. 

Mr.  Iguana  was  brought  here  in  a 
shipment  of  bananas.  Upon  being 
found  in  the  banana  bunch,  he  was 
then  transferred  to  a  cage  in  Miss  Iva 
Spangler’s  biology  room,  where  he  is 
under  student  observation.  A  member 
of  the  reptile  group,  Mr.  Iguana  is 
unlike  some  of  his  relatives  in  being 
perfectly  harmless.

Although  this  creature  is 
called  “toad,”  he  is  a  true  lizard.  His 
body  is  well  provided  with  horns  and 
spines. 

REPTILE  SKINS 

Among  other  reptile  spcciment  are 
snake  skins,  large  and  small,  even  a 
preserved  rattlesnake  and  the  rattles 
of  a  Massagua  rattlesnake.  Both 
snakes  were  killed  by  Miss  Spangler. 
Then  there  arc  the  eggs  and  the  shell 
of  a  turtle  that  made  good  soup  in 
the  home  of  one  of  the  students. 

Not  only  is  there  lifeless  evidence  of 
experiences  one  can  have  in  the  out- 
of-doors,  but  there  are  always  living 
things  to  observe  other  than  the 
Iguana.  At  present  two  of  the  students 
are  carrying  on  feeding  experiments 
with  three  white  rats.  They  expect  to 
prove  that  diet  makes  a  difference. 
The  rates  seem  to  be  quite  friendly 
with  the  students.

The  or¬ 
chestra  platform  was  strung  with  life 
preservers. 

BACK  IN  ’39 

Now  let’s  look  farther  through  the 
years  and  stop  at  1939,  where  we  find 
Jimmie  Sanford’s  orchestra  playing. 
The  'decorations  which  circle  the  or¬ 
chestra  are  real  palm  trees,  grass 
huts,  tropical  gardens  and  an  all- 
around  tropical  paradise.  Apparently 
Jimmie  made  a  hit  for  in  1940  he  was 
back  again,  but  this  time  bringing  a 
southland  theme.  A  real  “Cotton  Ball" 
with  southern  melodies  and  banjo 
players. 

Another  orchestra  which  seemed  to 
be  a  big  success  was  the  Woody  Neff 
orchestra.

JABBER  THIS  week  concerns 
principally  the  880  yard  run  and  the 
mile.  Central  has  not  outstanding  run¬ 
ners  for  either  of  these  events  this 
year,  but  an  up-and-coming  freshman 
by  the  name  of  Bob  Curts  is  doing  a 
really  great  job  in  the  mile  race.  Curts 
is  beating  all  teammates  on  varsity, 
including  boys  who  ran  the  mile  last 
year  and  before  that.  Doing  the  mile 
in  around  4:50  is  pretty  good  when 
that  inexperienced,  and  the  future  is 
bright  for  Central  tracksters  if  no  in¬ 
jury  befalls  Bob  Curts. 

The  half  mile  run  is  composed  main¬ 
ly  of  quarter-milers  or  milers. 
Whether  it  is  a  fast  race  or  a  slow 
race  depends  upon  who  controls  the 
pace.  A  quarter-miler  will  try  to  keep 
the  pace  down  because  he  is  not  used 
to  running  the  extra  lap.  The  miler 
has  Reserve  energy  and  will  try  to  run 
the  quarter-milers  into  the  ground  if 
he  isn't  boxed  in  by  the  opposing 
runners. 

The  successful  half-miler  has  an 
easy  swinging  style  with  a  long  stride, 
arms  swinging  naturally  at  the  side 
with  no  change  in  the  angle  of  the 
elbow.  The  only  way  to  pick  out  a 
I  half-miler  is  by  trial  rather  than  judg¬ 
ing  by  his  build,  weight,  or  height. 

Coaches  generally  believe  the  first 
i  quarter-mile  should  be  run  faster  than 
]  the  last.  A  good  two  minute  half-mile 
would  be  paced  off  with  59  seconds  in 
the  first  and  (31  seconds  in  the  last. 

If  something  goes  off  schedule  in 
this  race  there  is  more  opportunity  to 
correct  it  than  in  the  quarter-mile.  A 
fast  finisher  can  hang  on  to  second  or 
third  place  until  the  home  stretch, 
whereas  a  distance  type  runner  must 
know  pace  and  run  against  time  re¬ 
gardless  of  competition.  Both  types 
must  avoid  “boxes”  and  run  close  to 
the  rail  on  the  curves.

Shop  Takes  Over  Old 

ROOM  9  was  just  recently  turned 
over  to  the  Booster  Club  and  the  Dra¬ 
matics  Department  for  a  storage  room.

"LATIN  IS  taught  today  because 
it  is  a  basis  for  romance  languages 
such  as  Fxench,  Spanish,  Italian,  and 
Portuguese,”  explained  Miss  Vera 
Baumgartner. 

She  further  explained  that  over  60 
per  cent  of  our  English  words  are 
derived  from  Latin.  A  study  of  the 
language  even  though  it  is  not  mod¬ 
em  helps  one  to  understand  Roman 
civilization  and  thus  to  understand 
our  own  better. 

SCIENTIFIC  TERMS 

"Latin  applies  to  the  technical 
terms  in  science.  The  terms  which 
make  science  difficult  are  chiefly  from 
Latin  or  Greek.  Science  becomes  easier 
when  the  root  works  out  of  which 
technical  terms  grow  are  studied,” 
she  explained.  She  further  said  that 
Latin  is  necessary  in  understanding 
the  many  Latin  phrases  used  in  law 
such  as  "habeas  corpus.” 

“It  also  helps  one  to  learn  English 
because  it  increases  the  knowledge  and 
use  of  English  words.  English  spelling 
and  grammar  is  made  easier.  On  mak¬ 
ing  a  good  translation  of  a  Latin  pas¬ 
sage,  one  gets  practice  in  selecting 
just  the  right  English  words  to  fit 
the  meanings. 

TRANSLATION 

“I  like  translation  most  about 
Latin,  finding  English  words  derived 
from  Latin.  Some  have  interesting 
literal  meanings  such  as  ‘sincere’ 
meaning  ‘without  wax’;  so  the  word 
indicates  something  in  genuine  and 
not  ‘coated  over,’  ”  Miss  Baumgart¬ 
ner  explained.

THE  MILE  run  has  up  to  a  few 
years  ago,  been  classified  as  a  distance 
event,  but  experiments  have  proved 
that  it  is  now  suited  for  the  half-miler 
rather  than  the  two-miler.  No  particu¬ 
lar  body  type  is  required  of  a  miler 
for  the  event,  except  an  unusually 
strong  heart. 

As  in  all  running  events  beyond  the 
sprint  distances  it  is  necessary  to 
have  a  sufficient  supply  of  oxygen  and 
energy  all  along  the  way.  There  must 
be,  therefore,  efficient  use  of  food 
products  and  oxygen.  Not  all  people 
are  born  with  a  respiratory  system 
which  can  get  oxygen  from  the  air  to 
the  lungs,  to  corpuscles,  to  muscles 
efficiently.  It  is  easier  to  develop  a 
miler  than  a  sprint  man.  yet  heredity 
plays  a  big  part  in  all  athletic 
contests. 

“The  essential  thing  for  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  a  miler  is  to  have  an  economic¬ 
ally  working  machine  which  expends 
little  effort  for  movements  straight 
ahead,”  says  R.  M.  Conger  in  “Book 
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.  .  by  jerry 

of  Major  Sports." 

The  miler’s  feet  should  always  be 
straight  forward,  and  form  a  right 
angle  at  the  elbow'  of  his  arms,  keep¬ 
ing  them  always  to  his  side.  The  up¬ 
per  body  should  be  inclined  slightly 
forward  while  running,  with  the  head 
and  shoulders  at  the  normal  position 
assumed  while  walking.  The  eyes 
should  be  focused  around  10  yeards 
ahead  on  the  track,  and  kept  there. 
Relaxation  is  essential  on  the  track 
at  all  times. 

Conger  further  asserts  in  his  ar¬ 
ticle,  “Experience  shows  that  almost 
anyone  who  can  go  out  without  spe¬ 
cial  training  at  16  years  or  older  and 
run  a  5:15  mile  can  develop  into  a 
fast  miler.  An  active  backgi’ound,  such 
as  living  on  a  farm,  is  a  great  asset 
to  one  who  intends  to  run  the  middle 
distance  races.” 

A  smoothly  executed  stride  with  in¬ 
tention  of  conserving  energy  is  more 
important  than  the  actual  lengt  hof 
the  stride.  The  success  of  Finland’s 
runners  seems  to-  lie  in  the  fact  of 
their  marvelous  physical  condition  and 
their  ability  to  run  at  top  speed  with 
the  muscles  completely  relaxed.

He  continued,  "People  should  not 
go  to  college  until  they  are  morally 
fit  and  emotionally  stable,  so  they  can 
be  expected  to  be  good  citizens  away 
from  home.  I  think  those  people  whom 
i  have  suggested  are  America’s  great¬ 
est  asset  and  deserve  our  serious  con¬ 
sideration  as  a  nation.” 

One  of  the  dean  of  boys’  beliefs  is: 
“Public  education  takes  some  people 
too  far  and  for  some  not  nearly 
enough.  By  this  he  means  some  stu¬ 
dents  go  to  school  too  long  and  do 
1  not  get  all  out  of  it  they  can,  while 
on  the  other  hand  we,  the  public  edu¬ 
cators,  do  not  spend  enough  time  and 
money  on  the  more  brilliant  students.” 

Mr.  Virts  said  that  he  was  quite 
sure  that  every  college  in  the  U.  S. 
is  adequately  fit  for  some  field  or 
another.  The  student  should  decide 
what  he  would  like  to  study  and  then 
[choose  the  college  for  him. 

"College  is  a  wonderful  place,”  he 
said,  “to  find  a  life’s  mate.  Even  if 
the  girl  does  get  married  she  will  still 
have  her  traits  and  good  ideas.  These 
she  can  teach  to  her  children.  For  the 
boy  to  pick  a  mate  at  college  is  also 
a  wonderful  idea  because  he  will  find 
a  highly  intellectual  wife.  All  in  all, 
just  to  go  to  college  to  find  a  mate 
is  really  OK.”

A  committee,  appointed  by  Mr.  J.

The  departments  have  had  many 
interesting  exhibits  at  the  Achieve¬ 
ment  Show  the  past  week.

Girls’  State 

Junior  to  Receive  Nine  Days 
Of  Government  Training 
At  I.U. 

Norma  Jean  Cook,  11A,  will  repre¬ 
sent.  Central  at  the  Annual  Girls’ 
State  which  convenes  in  Bloomington 
on  the  first  of  July. 

Girls’  State,  sponsored  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Legion  Auxiliary,  is  a  citizenship 
training  school  for  girls.  Any  girl  who 
is  a  junior  in  high  school  with  an  A 
or  B  average  is  eligible  to  attend 
Girls’  State  if  she  meets  the  qualifi¬ 
cations.  The  girls  are  chosen  through 
the  high  school  principal  and  the  dean 
of  girls.  Girls’  State  convenes  at  In¬ 
diana  University  from  July  1st  until 
July  9th.  The  meeting  lasts  nine  days. 

During  these  nine  days  the  selective 
girls  are  given  practice  in  govern¬ 
ment.  They  are  divided  into  two 
groups — Federalists  and  Nationalists. 
Then  each  girl  is  given  a  city  name. 
The  girls  run  for  state  offices  in  pri¬ 
mary  and  regulav  elections.  They  elect 
a  governor  and  his  cabinet  plus  all 
other  city,  state,  and  county  officials. 
These  people  then  are  in  charge  of 
Girls’  State  for  four  or  five  days.They 
will  provide  entertainment,  have  all 
types  of  meetings,  conventions,  and 
other  parliamentary  procedures  of 
government.  Citizenship  and  leader¬ 
ship  in  government  is  also  practiced. 

The  Legion  which  is  sponsoring  a 
girl  pays  her  tuition  fee.  The  girl 
pays  her  own  transportation. 

Last  year  Mary  Lou  Uhlig,  now  a 
senior,  represented  Central  at  Girls’ 
State.  Any  sorority  or  civic  group 
may  sponsor  girls  for  Girls’  State  also. 

“I  feel  very  honored  to  have  the 
privilege  of  representing  Central  at 
Girls’  State  this  year.  I  hope  to  bring 
back  enough  information  that  will 
help  me  when  I  take  government  next 
year,”  stated  Norma.

Although 
the  school  system  had  a  debt  of  $4,- 
000,000  in  1932,  not  a  cent  was  bor¬ 
rowed  during  his  administration.  Most 
of  the  debt  has  since  been  liquidated.

In  fact, 
sprinters  usually  make  excellent 
jumpers.  Height  is  also  a  valuable  as¬ 
set  since  the  tall  man  is  able  to  lift 
his  body  higher  and  stretch  his  legs

The  exceptionally  beautiful 
scenery  in  Germany  has  made  hiking 
a  national  hobby.  “There  are  beautiful 
mountains,  rivers,  rfnd  hills,”  she  said. 
In  Berlin  schools,  sciences  and  the 


humanities’  ait;  stressed  with  many 
lectures  included.  There  is  also  an  in¬ 
terest  in  local  history  and  culture. 
“Music  is  also  an  integral  part  of  Ger¬ 
man  life,  and  plays  an  important  role 
in  the  school  program.  The  students 
prefer  the  school  orchestra  to  the 
band,”  she  remarked. 

NIGHT  SCHOOL  INTEREST 
The  interest  in  night  schools,  which 
includes  a  50-50  balance  of  young  and 
oldsters,  speaks  well  for  the  future  of 
the  country,  she  added.  Eighteen  years 
is  the  compulsory  school  age. 

Concerning  Central  once  more,  she 
said,  “I  was  deeply  impressed  by  the 
machine  shop  and  the  wonderful  art 
department.” 

Although  Central) tes  soon  will  enjoy 
a  12  weeks  vacation,  “German  summer 
vacation  lasts  only  six  week,”  she  said.

Played  Basketball,  Softball; 
Greatest  Thrill  in 
Muncie  Relays

When  thinking  of  track,  we  usually 
think  of  some  prominent  tracksters  of 
the  past  such  as  Johnny  Bright,  and 
Sam  Sims,  but  now  when  we  think  of 
track  we  think  of  Carl  Wilson. 

Track  has  just  about  reached  its  fin¬ 
ishing  point  for  this  season.  Only  the 
State  Finals  remain  to  be  staged,  but 
many  memories  have  been  recorded 
among  us  as  is  the  case  after  any  sea¬ 
son’s  completion.  The  boys  on  the 
track  team  have  been  evaluated  by 
many,  and  many  different  opinions 
have  been  formed.  We  believe  Carl 
Wilson  will  rate  high  on  anyone's  list. 
Carl  came  to  Central  in  1948  from 
Washington  Grade  School  where  he 
was  quite  active  in  sports — but  let’s 
have  a  look  at  what  Carl  has  to  say. 

When  asked  what  sports  he  partici¬ 
pated  in  while  in  grade  school,  Carl 
said,  "I  played  basketball,  softball, 
and  of  course,  track.” 

Although  many  honors  are  not  given 
away  in  grade  school,  Wilson  took 
several  honors.  He  has  two  track  rib¬ 
bons  and  four  letters  which  he  won. 
'Tn  looking  over  the  honors  which  I 
have  won  since  I  have  been  here, 
have  a  ribbon,  two  medals,  two  letters 
and  the  pride  of  them  all,  my  jacket,” 
stated  Wilson. 

Wilson’s  greatest  thrill  that  has 
come  to  him  as  an  athlete  was  at 
Muncie,  during  the  Muncie  Relays, 
when  he  vaulted  11  feet  6  inches  and 
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tied  the  state  mark  at  that  time.  There 
are  probably  many  victorys  which 
stand  out  in  Wilson’s  mind,  but  the 
most  outstanding  was,  as  he  explained, 
“I  believe  the  dual  meet  at  Peru  in 
which  I  vaulted  11  feet  3  inches  to 
replace  the  old  record  of  10  feet  ( 
inches-  is  somewhat  of  a  highlight.’ 

Wilson  developed  his  ambition  to  be 
a  pole  vaulter  from  Johnny  Bright.  He 
helped  him  to  train,  and  also  how  to 
do  the  various  events  with  less  dif¬ 
ficulty.  Wilson  had  many  answers  to 
the  question  of  how  to  build  yourself 
up  for  pole  vaulting,  but  they  all 
hummed  up  into  good  training  habits. 
Wilson,  who  says  he  has  many  favor¬ 
ite  quotations,  gave  “A  winner  never 
quits  and  a  quitter  never  wins,” 
one  which  he  thinks  would  benefit  all 
to  remember.

JABBER  THIS  week  will  be  some¬ 
what  useless  to  the  people  who  read 
it  to  understand  what  is  going  on  in 
the  track  picture  around  the  city,  since 
there  isn’t  any  picture  for  another 
year.  But  the  Olympics  are  coming  up 
in  the  near  future,  and  since  this  is 
the  last  Spotlight  story  until  fall  we 
wil  give  you  a  little  history  about  it. 

The  modern  Olympic  Games,  first 
held  in  Athens,  Greece,  in  1896,  were 
the  result  of  efforts  by  Barion  Pierre 
de  Coubertin,  a  French  educator,  to 
promote  interest  in  education  and  cul¬ 
ture,  also  to  foster  better  international 
understanding  through  the  universal 
medium  of  youth's  love  of  athletics. 

His  source  of  inspiration  for  the 
Olympic  Games  was  the  ancient 
Greek  Olympic  Games,  most  notable 
of  the  four  Panhellenic  celebrations. 
The  games  were  combined  patriotic, 
religious,  and  athletic  festivals  held 
every  four  years.

Originally  the  games  were  simple 
— the  first  is  said  to  have  consisted 
merely  of  a  foot  race  of  approxi¬ 
mately  200  yards  on  the  plain  near 
the  small  city  of  Olympia — but  they 
rapidly  gained  both  in  scope  and  in 
.popular  acclaim  as  demonstrations  of 
national  pride.  Competition  was  based 
on  the  highest  ethical  standards  and 
only  amateurs  who  also  were  Greek 
citizens  were  allowed  to  participate. 
Winners  were  awarded  laurel,  wild 
olive  and  palm  wreaths,  and  were  ac¬ 
corded  special  privileges  and  honors 
in  their  home  communities. 

In  1896  Baron  de  Coubertin  had 
managed  to  broaden  the  Olympics  on 
a  world-wide  basis,  with  nine  nations 
promising  to  send  athletes  to  the  first 
games  played  every  four  years  hence. 
Now,  in  1952,  the  Olympics  are  sched¬ 
uled  to  be  performed  this  summer  in 
Finland,  that  great  little  nation  that 
produces  the  finest  distance  men  born. 
Be  watching  for  them.

Stage  Improved 
By  Booster  Club 

Booster  Club  spent  about  $360  on 
the  stage  this  year.  A  new  ceiling  was 
constructed  for  programs. 

This  improves  the  stage  both  ac- 
eoustically  and  visually.  It  will  be  use¬ 
ful  for  music  and  speech  department 
programs  as  well  as  dramatic  pres¬ 
entations.  New  flats  were  construct¬ 
ed  and  used  in  each  play  as  well  as 
the  vaureville.  Purchases  of  lumber, 
canvas,  hardware  and  paint  were  need¬ 
ed  to  complete  this  construction. 

Approximately  half  the  cost  of  this 
new  construction  was  borne  by  the 
dramatics  department  and  paid  for 
out  of  receipts  from  one-act  plays. 
New  stage  equipment  this  year  in¬ 
cluded  materials  purchased  for  the 
construction  of  five  new  spotlights 
made  by  Charles  Stone.
